Barbarism in Poland. 


VicloUs manifestations of Judeophobia have for many 
years been sapping Po'and’s claim to be considered a civilised 
State. The endemic anti-Semitism has broken out once more 
with unusual virulence. The succession of outrages that have 
taken place since Sunday last constitutes a minorpogrom, We 
dislike the loose employment of the word ~~ pogrom ™ 
it is often hysterically used in connection with sporadic 
anti-Jewish incidents limited in their significance. A pogrom 
is a mass-attack on Jews culminating in extreme _ pbhysi- 
cal violence. Such has been the case in Poland in 
the present week. On Sunday last there was an unfortunate 
brawl between half-a-dozen intoxicated students belonging to 
the anti-Semitic National Democratic Party and some Jews of 
unsavoury reputation. In the course of the fracas, one of the 
students was fatally stabbed. It is deplorable that Jews should 
have-been involved in the affair. There are Jewish scoundrels ; 
every people has its bad characters, and the Jews have less of 
them than many another nation. As the news of the incident 
spread, bands of National Democrats collected and paraded the 
streets. Attacks on unoffending Jews quickly followed, more 
than a hundred were injured, and q Jewish postal official was 
so brutally assaulted that he died of h's injuries. Jewish 
property has been damaged and Jewish students maltreated 
at the University. The disturbances spread from Lemberg to 
the other princ'pal towns of the country; and Warsaw, Vilna, 
Cracow and Czenstochowa have been affected. 

The authorities appear to have taken steps to check 
the disorders. In Lemberg the police are stated to have 
taken “energetic measures,’ but to have been unable to 
deal with the large crowds. The Governing Body of the 
University of Lemberg issued a proclamation declaring that the 
initial incident was devoid of any politieal or national character, 
and the students were enjoined to keep order, The University 
of Warsaw was closed by the Rector as a result of the attacks 
on the Jewish students there. The Government, the Yiddish 


daily, Moment, of Warsaw, stated, is doing everything possible 
to obviate further disturbances, It has proved impossible, up 
to the time of our going to press, to get the Polish Embassy 
in London to make any statement on the situation, The air 
has naturally been full of rumours, anda censorship has been 
imposed on the Polish Press. We have, however, learnt imme- 
diately prior to going to press, that the Government has acted 
with sufficient energy to stop the continuance of the disorders 
and is taking measures to prevent their recurrence. 

The ineffectiveness of the Government to control events 
at once shows how deeply the canker of anti-Semitism has 
affected a large section of the Polish people. It is a lurid com- 
mentary on the letter recently issued by the Polish Embassy 
here, through a visiting Polish Rabbi, and intended to assure 
the AngloJewish Community that all is well with Polish 
Jewry. We do not need to be told that part of the Polish 
nation whole-heartedly condemns these excesses. Just before 
the riots, the Lemberg City Council adopted a_ resolution 
condemning the last bout of rioting earlier in November. 
“We believe,’ they said, “that not violence but the 
proper observance of the law constitutes the basis of the orderly 
development of the State.’ We know that the present Poli<h 
Government has its polititeal difficulties in cealing with its 
opponents of the National Democratic Party. But such 
incidents as these are ruining Poland's social and economic 
well-being and destroying its reputation abroad, Will the 
Polish people not now realise that the time has come to put an 
end to this miserable chapter of its history ? 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


fi is becoming clearer and clearer that the Government has 
made a false step in pressing forward prematurely the proposal 
for the establishment of a Legislative Council for Palestine. 
Without safeguards to ensure that the execution of the Mandate 
shall not be prevented or obstructed, the proposal cannot possibly 
be acceptable to the Jewish Agency or the Vishuv, and if such 
sufeguards are provided, it will undoubtedly be rejected by the 
Arab population on the ground that it is intended to perpetuate 
a regime they are desirous of terminating. In.the absence of 
the willing co-operation of all sections of the inhabitants of the 
country, any scheme is bound to fail. The experiment of «a 
nominated Council has already been tried and found useless. 
The fact is, that a democratic form of Government can only 
flourish in cercain very favourable conditions, and those conditions 
obtain at the moment in very few countries, and certainly not in 
Palestine. A crude form of proportional representation ts 
clearly out of the question, and the Colonial Office will 
doubtless derive a good deal of information as to the difficulties 
from their colleagues of the India Office. The Mandatory Power is, 
of course, entrusted by Article 2 of the Mandate with the duty of 
fostering the development of self-governing institutions, but the 
same Article makes it clear that the duty of maintaining favourable 
conditions for the establishment of the Jewish National Home is of 
equal importance. The point is a vital one. Article 2 expressly 
refers, in connection with the Jewish National Home, to the 
Preamble of the Mandate, and the Preamble not only recites the 
Balfour Declaration, but states that “ recognition has thereby been 
given to the historical connection of the Jewish people with 
Palestine and to the grounds for reconstituting their National Home 
in that country.’ The Mandatory Power is, therefore, in the 
position of a trustee for the rights in Palestine of the Jewish people, 
and it would be a dereliction of duty if those rights were jeopardised 
by a measure that might tend to crystallise the present position, 
which is but the first stage in the development of the Jewish 
National Home, 


The “ Daily Express” and Hitlerism. 


On Tuesday the DatLy Express printed on its leader page an 
article by Dr. Goebbels, head of the Berlin section of the Nazi move- 
ment in Germany and Hitler's right-hand man. The article was an 
exposition, in familiar terms, of the Nazi case against the Jews. It 
contained nothing that has not been said and refuted time and 
time again. In an Editorial Note prefaced to the article the DAILY 
Express explained that it was giving Dr. Goebbels an opportunity 
of stating his views in pursuance of its policy of allowing 
the utmost freedom of expression to both sides of all vital 
social anid political issues. It was stated that the DarLy Express 
“has always unequivocally condemned persecution of the Jews. It 
stili does so,’ and added that it did not associate itself in any way 
with Dr. Goebbels’ views. 
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We regretted at the time that Dr. Goebbels’ article was not 
accompanied by a reasoned exposure of the falsity and stupidity of 
hisarguments. Lies fly with wings; Truth plods behind with leaden 
feet. Despite the care with which the Dairy Express dissociated 
itself from the Nazi article, there are very likely to have been 
readers, unfamiliar with the pros and cons of the question, who

Missionaries in Scotland. 

A missionary publication protested at our reference hot long 
ago to the huge sums that are being expended on missionary work, 
We see no reason to modify the phrase. The expenditure of the 
Jewish Missions Committee of the General Assembly of the Church 
of Scotland last year was reyealed to be no less than £37,500. This 
iscertainly not one of the astronomical sums that are bandied about 
in discussing war debts, but it seems to us large enough, and must 
no doubt seem large to people outside the Jewish Community, which 
has a reputation for lavishness rather than thrift. The Jewish 
Community finds it difficult to raise half that sum for so compelling 
uw cause as the rebuilding of the Jewish National Home. As for the 
results of the enterprises, we have often sought in vain for precise 
information, The reports of the various Societies abound more in 
unction than in figures. Lately, however, a Glasgow newspaper 
stated that fourteen Jews had been recently baptised. Grant that 
the news be true. . The cost per soul must still be 
prodigal,

The same missionary periodical enquires the reason for our 


hostility to its work. Our answer is a plain one. Missionary work 


is a standing insult tothe Jew and to his religion. Moreover, in 
those cases in which success has been achieved, it has caused often 


enough much domestic misery. The poignant anguish of the Jewish 


parent whose son has been tempted away by the missionaries is no 


legend of the story-book. And again, the preaching of missionary 


enterprise is too often accompanied by a loathsome denigration of 
the Jew that is scarcely outdone by the avowed anti-Semite. Last 
week, for example, there was a public meeting in Dumfries under 
the auspices of the local Presbyterial Council. The Rey. C. A. Smith. 
of Edinburgh, spoke on “ The Jewish Problem and the Church's 
Answer.” Here is a quotation from the report of his speech in the 
DUMFRIES COURIER: 


" In many countries the Jew held the key positions. Let them take, 
for example, Poland, where the Jew was in large numbers. From 
the statistics of the universities they would see the position the Jew was 
taking. The day was coming when all the professional positions would 
be more or less in the hands of Jews. The countries in which this was 
taking place did not like it, and they tried to shut the Jews out of their 
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universities. Edinburgh just now was simply full of American Jewish 
students. They had been put out of the universities in America, and 
whispers were already heard that some of the States of America were 
actually trying to make the qualification in the Royal College of Physicians 
and Surgeons invalid for Jews practising in America. What was at the 
back of these people’s minds who took up that attitude against the Jews”? 
They said, of course, that here was an alien people holding key positions 
in their éountry, and they tried to repress them, with the result that the 
Jew retaliated. They did so in America by financing Negro education.” 
And Mr. Smith was followed by the Rev. Leslie Duncan, who, in an 
‘inspiring address,” said that this age ~ was the most solemn true. 
thinking age that he had ever read anything about.” Oh, Mr.

The God-Intoxicated Jew. 

The celebration last week of the three hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of Baruch Spinoza raises anew the whole question, how 
far Jews, as Jews, can take credit for the distinction achieved by 
one who had no contact with his people and observed none of the 
practices of the faith in which he was born. It puzzles and annoys 
the anti-Semite that Jews should find a reflected glory in the fame 
of a Disraeli, and vet at the same time repudiate a Karl Marx. The 
upparent paradox can, however, be resolved. The degree in which a 
man's career is affected or determined by the Jewish teachings or 
traditions he has imbibed is the measure of his debt to his Jewish 
ancestry. The contradiction of this formula on ethnographical 
vrounds is unsound. The Jew assimilates so readily, in the absence 
of artiticial barriers to his association with the people among whom 
he lives, that whatever racial qualities he may have been judged to 
possess are rapidly obscured or eradicated. The Jewish influences 
on Karl Marx cannot be traced: Disraeli, on the other hand, never 
failed to seize the opportunity of displaying how deeply he was 
soaked in the historical traditions of the people from whom he had 
sprung. 

ov Spinoza no Jewish celebrations have been held. He was 
cast out of the Synagogue with the pitilessness which was the 
mark, not of the Jewish church, but of the theological temper of 
the time. ‘The God he sought seemed to Jew and Gentile alike 
an alien Deity. Spinoza was born before his time. In him the 
man of science and the mystic were indissolubly united, and it is 
only in these present days that science and religion find their 
paths. converging. The three Jewish philosophers who spoke 
ut the celebration of the tercentenary under the auspices of the 
British Institute of Philosophy had nothing to say of Spinoza’s 
indebtedness to Jewish sources. It was left to a leader-writer in 
THE TIMES on the following day to point out how,.as “ the child of 
Jewish parents driven by persecution out of Spain he was 
accustomed to the daily recitation of the Shema— Hear, O Israe}. 
the Lord our God is One’—and what to another man might come at 


the end of a long chain of reasoning would appear to him as an 
intuitive truth.”

THE GRAVE OF A WARRIOR OF ISRAEL. 


“He Feared Nothing and Dared All.” 


By JULIAN L. MELTZER. 
JERUSALEM] 

(Sunday is the first Jahrzecit of the death of Leopold Jacob 
Greenberg, late Editor of “ The Jewish Chronicle” and “ Jewish 
World,” whose ashes are interred at Dagania, one of the most 
picturesque of the Jewish colonies in Palestine). 3 


Close by the immemorial river which has been hallowed in 
history and revered for ages in song, on the banks of that Jordan 
that has served for countless generations as a symbol of the ancient 
and heart-stirring Land of Israel, lies the grave of. L. J. 
Greenberg. The rustling willows on that pleasant shore, and the 
luxuriant foliage that climbs over the strand, the lofty cypresses of 
the tranquil Jewish settlement 
in whose cemetery he reposes, 
whisper and move in soft harmony 
with the smoothly-running waters. 
It is a place that the old warrior of 
Isracl would have chosen for his 
eternal rest had he been asked to 
point to a particular spot. 

Where the waters of the Jordan 
emerge once more, freshened and 
translucent, tumbling over the 
clearly-revealed stones of the river- 
bed, from Lake Kinnereth, which 
has borne them ‘on its breast, 
stands the oldest modern Jewish 
settlement of Eretz Isracl, Kvutza 
Dagania Aleph. The twenty-three 
years of its history are something 
more than the story of agricultural 
endeavour, of the growth of a 
model farm; they trace the story 
of the pioneers who built and 
strengthened the Kvutza, the epic 
of their sacrifices, the saga of their 
toil. -It is land that belongs to the 
whole nation—land secured for all 
time by the Mosaic Commandment 
that, five thousand vears after the 
enactinent, brought into being the 
Jewish National Fund. And so it 
is that Greenberg rests on national 
soil, on the land of the People 
whom he cherished and defended, 
whose battles he fought with 
powerful pen. 

How similar is the story of his 
own works and achievements to 
that of the Kvutza in whose midst 
hisremains now lie! The solemn 
ussociations of that idyllic spot by 
Jordan's singing waves stand out 
in bold relief as one links them

with the newcomer to that bourne. The resting-place of the ashes\ of L. J. Greenberg, at Dagania, 
Palestine. Mr. Joseph Baratz, one of the founders of the colony, 

is seen standing beside the stones which have been placed to mark 


The spirit of pioneering which he 
knew and appreciated so well; the 
perpetuation of the Zionist ideals 
which he loved and fought for: the 
very belonging of that great Jewish National Fund for the redemp- 
tion of the land of which he was one of the progenitors; the 
apotheosis of all that stood dear to him in Eretz Israel; and the 
proximity, in life and in death, of the very men and women who 
were always in his thoughts—these are bonds which tie his soul 
closer to his Land and his People. 

It is fitting that, in his grave between the twin trees, Greenberg 
should rest within a footstep of Gordon and Bussel. They had 
laboured in other spheres than his to attain the self-same object; 
and they passed onward in the same aura of noble accomplishment, 
Joseph Bussel—of whom his inspired biographer said that “ Dagania 
was for him the centre of everything, for in the Kvutza he saw the 
keystone to the new national life in Eretz Israel ’—-was drowned in 
Lake Kinnereth on an August day in 1919: the dreamer, the thinker, 
the worker of Dagania Aleph. 

And Aaron David Gordon, whose epitaph at Dagania proclaims 
him “ Devotee of “Man and Nature,” died in the sixty-seventh year 
of his life, when his spiritual and mental powers were at their 
zenith. Socialist, philosopher, humanitarian, scribe—he believed 
in a covenant between Man and Nature; he came to Dagania to 
practise his doctrine in his forty-eighth year, and until his death in 
1922, he did physical work, mostly with the spade. But before he 
passed on, he had seen the beginnings of realisation for his coveted 
vision of social reform, 


the grave pending the erection of an inscribed memorial, 
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Others there are that lie in the old olive-grove that is now 
God's Acre ; those that died by violence, those that fell stricken with 
fever, those who yielded up their all on the altar of their unquench.- 
able ideals. Like Aaron David Gordon and Joseph Bussel. they had 
striven successfully to foster the highest principles of fellowship, 
under the inspired guidance of their leaders. Like Gordon and 
Bussel, the willing martyrs of the great cause, their memories are 
enshrined among the olives. 

When Greenberg's Remains Were Interred. 

It was on a brilliantly sunlit day in June that Greenberg's 
remains were brought to the shores of Jordan for their final inter. 
ment. Brought to the Land of Israel which was always foremost in 
his thoughts, that he never thought of or wrote about without 
revealing his full and genuine emotion for the ancient estates of 
Israel, it seemed more appropriate to his friends here that, forsaking 
the Jerusalem of antiquity, his casket should be placed in the real 
national soil for which he had laboured so long, so mightily and so 
well. 

Greenberg's casket was borne to the riverside grave on the 
shoulders of Joseph Baratz and Tanhum, the two oldest settlers and 
leaders of Dagania. Baratz, Labour leader and publicist, wrote 
“The Story of Dagania’; it was he who said that “ present. 
day Dagania is built on the blood 
and the sweat of pioneers who 
feared nothing and dared all.” 
Was not the Zionist movement in 
entirety the consummation of a 
similar wish, the achievement of a 
similar fortitude of spirit and deed: 
and «did not Greenberg show the 
same -fearnothing and dare-all 
uttitude in his life's work 

They bade hisashes Godspecd at 
the graveside, by the earth that 
was reverently replaced over the 
urn that contained the last mortal 
remains of a great man tm Israel. 
They spoke of his great deeds, of 
his selfless and inspired labours 
for the Land, of bis noble con. 
ceptions of duty towards the real 
Zionism, unadulterated and one 
hundred per cent. Herzlian doc- 
trinism. “MPU were the last to see 
the casket of his physical being, 
but they were the first to witness 
the planting of his spiritual, invis- 
ible, eternal self into the beloved 
earth that was always present in 
his dreams and thoughts. 

And so Greenberg was buried, 
Over that grave, a tombstone is 
now to be erected, signalising and 
immortalising upon the marble of 
Palestine the elegy of his life and 
“death. What more is needed than 
that simple epitaph to record for 
ever that the “Mentor” of his 
nation died in the harness which 
he had willingly donned, and which 
he would not until the las! moment 
doff, though he lay upon his death- 
bed. 

In ‘the pleasant environs of 
Dagania, where tranguilly moves 
the stream of life that he adored, 
lie his ashes where Greenberg him. 
self would have wished them to be: 
far from the crowd, but in his 
national homeland, and within sight of the old and the new—the 
achieved and-the achievable. 

Something more than a man went into that grave. An epoch 
was interred with him, the epoch of Herzl, whose friend he was, of 
the establishment of that vigorous Anglo-Jewish Zionism, of which 
he was the leading advocate, and of his own personal Zionism, the 
staunch and fearless concepts for which he was the beacon. 

So Dagania and Greenberg have come together—the living and 
the dead: two symbols of practical Jewish nationalism. Yet a third 
symbol is there—that of the Jordan. And in the words of the 
inspired Victorian poet: 

“ Where a new Jordan's waves shall gem 


A statelier Jerusalem ! 
In such a prophecy, Greenberg would surely have exulted. 


Who Dies, if Israel Lives? 


A correspondent writes upon the occasion of the Jahrzeit: 

Almost within hours of his passing, L. J. Greenberg dictated a 
leading article for this paper the title was “Better News 
from Palestine,” the last leading article to appear during his life- 
time. His request that his earthly remains should find resting- 


place in Eretz Israel, now an accomplished fact, arose from motives 
entirely dissociated with the accepted forms of funeral pomp which 
actuate most men’s post mortem arrangements. Nothing could 
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have been more alien from the entire personality of L. J. Gireenverg 
than considerations concerning the disposition of his earthly 
remains. No man lived more thoroughly without personal plans for 
the future, since life itsell absorbed him so utterly, and death and 
defeat were words totally absent from the currency of his thought. 
To those who knew and loved him it came as something of a shock 
to discover the careful and precise instructions he had made for the 
carrving out of bis testamentary wishes or to know that thoughts 
of this nature had ever crossed his mind. But gradually the meaning 
of this action becomes apparent as the earth of Dagania has taken 
the svmbol of him that was I. J. Greenberg into the depths of 
soil. There amidst the lives and deiths of pioneers, fighters 
like himself for the Jewish National Home, there amidst hardship, 
ger, difficulty and pain, interlaced with the sunshine of revived 
And there is L. J. Greenberg.

JEWISH PLAYS FOR JEWISH SOCIETIES. 

In a recent issue you reported a Drama Competition among a 
group of Jewish societies, and recorded the regrettable fact that not 
one of the pieces presented possessed any Jewish interest. The 
Jewish Drama League is aiming at the removal of what might 
appear to amount almost to a boycott of Jewish plays by Jewish 
societies. In its forthcoming Annual Drama Festival the League has 
made it one of the conditions of entry that the piece submitted for 
competition shall be a play, or an act from a play, of Jewish life and 
character... It is only fair to say, however, in extenuation of the fact 
reported by you, that Jewish societies are faced with a real ditt ulty 
in the shape of a paucity of such plays suitable for presentation in this 
country. As regards one-act plays, they are indeed, at the present 
moment. almost confined to ore small volume of some half dozen 
pieces. There have been published in the, United States some four or 
live volumes of one-act plays translated from Pinsky, Hirshbein and 
other eminent Yiddish dramatists: but however great their merit 1 
is not easy to discover. among them any substantial number 
possessing what are regarded as the dramatic qualities essential for 
presentation on the Anglo-Jewish stage. Even if one is adopted for 
presentation, difficulties in obtaining the production right arise 
which are not easily surmountable by small dramatie units. The 
Jewish Drama League is endeavouring to enlarge the area of boice 
by a competition for original one-act plays, and particulars of this 
will be announced in due course. The process will be repeated, 1! 
necessary. until a sufficiently large number of suitable plays come 
into existence and are made easily available for production.—Miss

HESE are days of inspissated gloom and universal be

Even so reputedly mighty a controlling force as the Governor of 
the Bank of England proclaims existing conditions difficult to 
control, and his vision unable to pierce the enveloping dark 
ness. One shrinks from the thought of accepting ‘such 
despair, from so commanding an authority, at its face, or rather its 
ear Value. It is hard to believe that, in Lord Rosebery’s phrase, 
“the end of all things” is at hand, through the failure of human 
intelligence or the moral sense. One's impulse is to believe that 
the world will yet draw back from the edge of the abyss, and not 
perish in an inglorious anti-climax to past achievement. “But when 
those Who shoukd know can give no guidance

or hope lesser men 
must needs take note of their utterances. even if they may not quite 
share their mental distresses, 


HE poimt for us Jews, however, to remember is that for our 
people it Is a case not merely of world trials but of world 
trials Plus. In contact evervwhere with economic disaster. thes 
find its sting sharpened in a number of calculated and artificial 
ways. The ordinary German or Pole is unemploved through sheer 
lackofajob. The Jew may be idle because the job, though there, is 
withheld from him on racial grounds. The ordinary tradesman 
suffers from shrinking custom. The Jew is additionally penalised 
through the exercise of the boycott. The same double disability 
dogs him in the professions. The German middle classes are 
impoverished. .The German Jewish middle class ts crushed, and 
suicides multiply among their Polish co-religionists. To the 
economic factor is added the religious trouble. 
for bread can at least work for six davs a week. 


A world struggling 

The Jew in some 
countries, if he clings to his religion, can only labour for five. And 
during all the week, and all the vear. he ts assailed by the ferocity 
ofa relentiess and insensate anti-Semitic campaign, while disturbed, 
internally, by religious questionings and differences that seem 
destined never to be allayed. Throughout earlier ages he was 
buoeved up by the hope that emancipation would come. one day, and 
release him from all his cares. To-day he knows that emancipation 
is no cure for his ills, that it outpaced the ethical development of 
the nations, and his hopes and word! are the poorer for the fading 
of his dream-land and the crash of the Utopia on which he had set 
his thoughts. 


HUS the Jew is to-day, more than ever, leading a disturbed and 
unnatural existence, the hectic life of a minority rebuffed 
in many of the lands of its domicile, sharing their troubles, with 
formidable additions, robbed of its hope, disillusioned, and a prey 
to religious confusion and disunion. The life is hectic as well as 
unnatural. It cannot be paralleled anywhere e!se in the world, 
and it is not to be wondered at if anxious minds are asking 
where it is all to end. How long can a whole people be laid on 
the rack ? What must be the effect on its mental and nervous 
stability, on its cohesion and lovaliy ? Past experience has already 
left its mark on it, in at least one of these respects. We are a 
“nervy” race. But what will be our state of nerves if the present 
oppressive conditions goon? Must not the general resistance be 
enfeebled? Surely, no Jew, with a thought for his people, can 
contemplate the psychological and other aspects of the situation 
Without the profoundest niusgivings! 


HERE are many who say that the time has come when Jews the 
world over should lay their heads together and try and devise 
some remedy for the position, some check to its increasing deteriora. 
tion.. The recent World Jewish Congress was an expression of this 
sentiment. The oft-demanded Rabbinical Synod is another. Iam all 
for some way or means of “ getting together.” Almost everything is 
pardonable in our present plight, except inertia. If ourexperiences 
have paralysed our initiative, then indeed the situation is calamitous. 
I, for one, refuse to believe it. Ca'l a Congress, or establish a small 
and practical international body of leading Jews, as some prefer—a 
sort of Jewish Committee of Public Safety. Anything better than a 
state of dull inaction and fatalistic surrender ! 


N the meantime, it is not out of place to ask whether all of those 
who have the public ear are behaving with complete wisdom in 
present circumstances. I would not for one moment countenance 
the masking of those conditions with a specious complacency. I 
recognise them and deplore them. But have we no duty except to 
state them in crescendo notes of alarm ? 


HE other evening, a Jewish Minister, the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig, 
delivered a very able address on the Challenge of Anti- 
Semitism. It was characterised by resounding eloquence, and its 
main theses were that never was the peril to Jews more grave, and 


that this was to be explained not merely in terms of external 
enmity but by the weakening of our “inner resistances.” Some 
may think the first of these postulates open to debate. But 
if our “inner resistances" are enfeebled will the painting of 
lugubrious pictures, again and again, with scarcely a glance at the 
cheerier fattors, help to fortify them? One of the most powerful 
of the Jew's “inner resistances " in the past has been his invincible 
optimism, his capacity for seeing the light as well as the shade. It 
is this that has steadied him in times of trouble and kept him 
unconquered and, | believe, unconquerable, to this dav. Should we 
not be wise, while not blinding ourselves to facts. to do our utmost 
to strengthen an attribute which is almost a Jewish instinet? Is it 

iulvisable to shout to a person entrapped in a fire, “ vou will be 
roasted alive,” with hardly a thought of the firemen who are doing 
their best? There is such a thing as mass suggestion. Evervone 
knows that to talk about war and its inevitability is the surest way 

of bringing it about. The popular mind becomes inured and recon 

ciled to it. Is it not a mistake, then, to be for ever announcing in 
strident tones the imminence of the Jewish downfall? IT would not 

be unfair to Mr. Perlzweig who, indeed, in this respect, is no more 
blameworthy than many other speakers and publicists -in the 
past have been, including perhaps the writer of this article 

In point of fact he did, I think, develop a strain of optimism 

towards the end of his address. But it was, I fear, ulterly washed 

out by the torrent of pessimism which he had previously loosened, 
full flood! Nor was the balance restored by the exiguous reference 
to Zionism, the one Jewish consolation for enrancipation’s partial 

fiasco, and the golden substitute, at least in part for its delusive 
Charms. For all the perils which cluster thick around = us. 
there are elements and considerations which should give us 
some encouragement —the recuperative movements all over the 
Jewish world, the abundance of public-spirited workers, the 
inner vitality to which these factors bear witness. the stor 

of our past which must have some meaning in the Divine scheme ot 
things, the promise of our future, our belief in a God-given mission 
never more needed than in these feverish times. Let us contemplate 
realities, andact upon them. But let a// the realities be envisaged 
and proclaimed. Let those who speak with authority keep alive 
the spirit of optimism, even in the face of frustrated hopes and the 
most shattering of blows. Let them be on guard against destroying 
the most precious thing of all—the Jewish mora/. Itis the prim: 
necessity of all. Not “ We Perish.” but ~ Yet Shall We Live! The 
Jewish lot must be bettered in the end, unless progress is a myth, 
and the world is to take the road, through Medievalism, to pecdit 01!

fifty Dears Ago.

Tue discussion which is now proceeding in Christian circles respect- 
ing the popular language in which the most sacred of Christian 
doctrines are clothed by the “ officers’ of the “ Salvation Army,” 
suggests a consideration how far a similar practice has ever 
obtained in Judaism. There has not been an age, even in 
the darkest period of Jewish history, when the sermons of 
Jewish preachers were not characterised by broad humour. 
The old-fashioned drosha was full of really witty sayings 
and humorous, telling stories founded upon Biblical texts. 


THOUGH the ‘Anglo-Jewish pulpit is a young institution, in its short 
career we have had at least one notable example of humorous 
preaching. The discourses of the late Professor D. M. Isaacs, “ the 
father of the Anglo-Jewish pulpit,” as he is held to be by some, were 
distinguished for their wit. But, generally speaking, Jewish 
preachers in England are not likely to effect that humour which 
d stinguishes the sermons of many Evangelical and Non-conformist 
divines. The reasons for this are various. As Jews do not believe in 
hell and a personal devil, Jewish sermous must lack much that is 
capable of suggesting the grotesque. 


A Call for Teachers’ Bursaries, 

From thesCHIEF RABBI (Dr. J. H. Hertz) and Others, 
To the Editor of Tut Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Sik,-The Teachers’ Training Department of the new Higher 
Educational Centre in London has now been functioning for two 
months, and there can be no doubt that it has made a most promising 
start. There has been a gratifying influx of new students and the 
uttendance has been very regular. ‘The roll, including both internal 
and external students, amounts to sixty-five. but there is still one 
need that has not been fullvonet. It is an integral feature of our 
scheme that promising students who have reached a certain standard 
of knowledge, as evidenced by examination. shall go further 
with their Hebrew studies, and, in particular, shall! pursue a 
course.in pedagogy, both theoretical and practical. They will be 
required to give instruction under supervision at specially 


selected schools or classes in order to gain an experience that will 
be of paramount value to them in their later careers. But we 
have to recognise that many of our students will be unable to take 
advantage of these facilities for extended training unless they 
receive some small measure of monetary assistance. Seven bursaries 
of £15 a vear have been provided by the Central Committee for 
Jewish Education, but it is already becoming plain that this number 
will be quite insufficient after next January. 

We wonder whether among vour wide cirele of readers there 
may not be some large-hearted friends of Jewish education who 
may be willing to endow a bursary of this kind—not necessarily in 
perpetuity, but for one Or more years. A bursary might have 
uttached to it the name of the donor, or of some one dear to him 
whose memory he may wish to honour. In kindling the lamp of 
learning, he will at the same time be kindling a lamp of remembrance. 

We shall be happy if any who are moved to respond to our 
appeal will communicate with one or other of us.

loes not necessarily deprive our utterances of either sincerity or

lt must not be forgotten that a common approach to God must 
contain expressions in which all can join. There is plenty of room 
for individual expression in ordinary life and in private prayer. And 
if the time ever comes when the simple act of adoration, which we 
vender to God alone, becomes incompatible with modern individ- 
nalism, religion must cease to provide any longer either inspira- 
tion or satisfaction for any community. And whereas to-day, joint 
“ection, public opinion, and common aims are growing in importance 
for the furtherance of human ideals, it is found that men can com- 
bine in all other spheres of life but in that of religion! If then this 
is to continue, let us in honesty proclaim religion, all organised 
forms of religion, to be a failure. If common worship is merely an 
intiquated way of keeping artificially alive a system of activity 
which no longer serves any useful purpose, then let us abolish it 
forthwith, 

The Value of Human Associations. 

But start all over again we cannot. No one will dispute the 
fact that the growing good of the world, as George Eliot called it, is 
dependent upon human associations. Man is not only social as an 
nnimal, but he is also social as a spiritual being, that is as a being 
who does not live alone,-or live by bread alone. Every one of the 
yreat ideals of humanity, with the possible exception of that 
of peace—and then only in a poor and narrow sense—must be 
conceived of as requiring the association of man with his neigh- 
bour, Shall religion then—which 1s but another name for the 
highest expression ot the best in human life—shall religion declare 
itself so bankrupt that in its name, men cannot usefully, hopefully. 
join together? No, one cannot start all over again. We cannot 
now hope to train In mena power of gaining that experiene e of the 
Divine Presence, or that inspiration which gives a hallowed purpose 
to life, without a constant renewal, a constant restatement of the 
duty of man towards his fellows and towards his Creator: and 
public worship is the only opportunity for this ever-freshly needed 
revival, 

If if were true that the most deeply religious souls were those 
who never shared with others their aspiration, their doubts and 
thei adoration, then we might point to public worship as a decaying 
‘stitution among civilised men. But the very reverse is the case. 
Those who are most strongly imbued with a sense of social respon- 
sibility, those who do indeed strive to dedicate their lives to the 
vlory of God, those who feel that forces outside a man are urgently 
required to turn him to righteousness, to hearten and to warn and 
fo support him inthe problems of life—those are nearly always, and 
have been through the ages, the men and the women who feel that 
Synagogue and Church and Mosque do reflect the power of those 
forces for good. They are just the men and the women who regard 
their place of worship as a second home, and who delight most of all 
in sharing their own and others’ burdens together, They are just 
ihe men and women whose individuality is never so complete that 
they have not a strong sense of participation ina COMMON worship, 
because it joins them not only with the members of their own 
community contemporary with them, but. also with the 
community of the past as well. 

Man's Need for Worship. 

To-day we think no longer that God needs our praises, or even 
demands them. The eternal nature of God needs no adjustment to 
the changed conditions of humanity. 


whole 


But man does most urgently 
need to attune himself afresh in a changing world to the unchange- 


able realities. There are many forms of worship, but there is only 
one spirit, only one attitude of worship. And what matter the 
forms, so long as that attitude remains? Be the forms rigid or 
elastic, the true spirit of worship is common to all creeds. all sects, 
wll nations. It is one of the unchangeable realities. Eyery temple 
is dedicated to the glory of the same God. “ What can we say before 
thee?” The answer is the accumulated liturgies and hymnals of 
the ages. And who knows, in spite of our natural prejudices in 
favour of our owir, which is more acceptable than another ? 

I often hear the opinion expressed that organised systems of 
religion are decaying. The world of the future will create an acid

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test for itself on this subject. Do organised systems of religion 
help to unite men, or do they continue to keep them apart ? Thag 
division and sub-division has been their effect in the past 1s a matter 
of history. If this spirit of exclusiveness remains, then they are 
doomed, Separate nationalities are still necessary to-day; tariffs 
may be necessary; international jealousies and rivalries are not yet 
destroyed, or social prejudices rooted out. If our civilisation is not 
doomed. then all these must come to an end. So also is the case 
with the religions of the world. No one hopes or expects to see one 
universal form of religion. But those present forms, so long as and 
in so far as they divide men, are undoubtedly doomed to pass away, 
If not, let us close up the Book of Isaiah for ever and, creat 
a new human ideal—not brotherhood and unity, but division 
into an ever-increasing number of groups, an individualism 
reducing mankind once again.to the level of the lower animal, and 
relegating the inspired teachings of Jewish Rabbi and Christian 
saint wo place im museum, Ob jec ts of « uriosity and derision iis 
instruments of torture are today and as weapons of war will be in 
time to come. 

The separatism of the Jew was his salvation in days gone by. 
It is to-day, and will be increasingly in the future, the greatest 
menace to his existence. The Judaism that retains it in its old 
forms has already seen the writing on the wall. Not all the tears 
and the supplications of a people can wash away that prophecy of 
doom. 

What then have we to do with this casket of treasures that is 
placed in our hands? Shall we cast it away? Assuredly not. 
This holy faith with all its great traditions, its hallowed associa. 
tions, its inspired message: how can we reconcile our loyalty to it 
with those other ideals: the love of our neighbour, above all” 
Fortunately for us and for the world, this is not so difficult as it 
appears. Separatism was a necessary evil, yet the narrower loyalties, 
right or wrong, we absolutely refuse to surrender. Inthe,days when 
all loyalties were narrow, our forefathers knew of little beyond them. 
We who see farther than they, retain the narrower affections, but 
strive to enlarge out horizon ever further and further. To-day we 
are stillas we were of old, each an individual, yet also each a 
member of a people. We are still each a human soul, yet also each 
“mere one among many. We are Jews with a racial and acultural 
experience that Is unique, and we intend to preserve it. But we 
are also children of the same God as are allothermen. Least ofall, 
we are, but still we are, each a personality separated from, yet bound 
together with all other personalities. Self-expressidn is no doubt a 
real impulse; but the best self-expression is the expression of the 
race to which we belong, of the family into which we are born, of the 
religion which is our inheritance, and which the highest that is in 
us helps to preserve. We cannot, and we would not, cast aside our 
distinctiveness. But that distinctiveness must help us to make our 
contribution to the common good, not to assert a superiority or to 
our differences. 

Towards a Universal Religion. 

There was a time, during the War, when men of many religions 
could worship together. “Exceptional circumstances,” manycry when 
they learn of it. Yes, indeed, exceptional! sut such things were 
possible and natural, not because men cared less for their own: but 
because the great essentials of religion joined men together, and the 
smaller matters seemed of little importance. The tragic irony of it! 
Only a War, the greatest indictment in the world against all religion. 
could foreshadow a glorious unity, which was found impracticable 
with the coming of peace! And there are still many who would 
rather keep the petty little differences and lose the great treasures, 
than give up the trifles and retain their share in an all-pervading 
spirit 

What, you may exclaim, give up sectarianism altogether? 
No such thing, for the’ time is not vet come, OQniv hold 
fast to the great vital teachings, emphasise those aspects o! 
religion which we hold in common with others. We may be suspected 
of being false to Judaism ; at least we shall be true to the spirit of 
Religion. And remember, the true spirit of Judaism is the true 
spirit of Christianity, or of any other creed. We are not yet even 
in #® position to worship jointly with others whose forms are 
different. That time, except for a few special cases, is yet far off. 
W e can at least see the opportunity ready to hand of deepening this 
spirit of unity with our own people. That is why I believe that 
public worship has such tremendous possibilities for good—more in 
the future than ever in the past. It helps us to lay stress upon all 
that we hold in common. The best that we know will, we are quite 
sure, come to be held in common by others as time goes on. All 
Israel are kindred, said the old writer. All humanity are brothers. 
will be the saying of the future. When this time comes all religions 
will celebrate their common victory. It will be no petty triumph 
of one against another, but a common victory to which all contribute, 
each in its own way. So only can the earth ever be filled with the 
knowledge of the Lord; so only can human life fulfil its purpose,

He appraises a writers worth rather 
by the degrees in which his work. tllustrates the prevailing 
materiatistic socal philosophy, than bv the dotrinsi merit. of 
his outlook. The result is that those who. lke Vavitz. have been 


‘conservative or romantic in outlook, preferring a supert hal adapta 
tion of Juclaism to the outward forms of present lav civilisation 
but retiining unaltered the matn bases of Jewish faith, are 
disparaged in comparison with others, like “Achad Haam.” who 
nivocate a thorough amalgamation of all the-best and choicest ol 
what they have inherited from thetr historic past with what they 
rather naively think worth baving of molern Western European 
culture. 

The wsthetic worth of the writers is not considered in any 
detail, and the rather risky pastime of reading into their work the 
leading articles of the hewspapers is indulged in freely. The bald 
truth is that there is very little of real artistic mert to consider. 
The prose versions of some of the poems show clearly how few 19th 
century Hebrew poets have written anything that “carries over,” 
once it has lost its. metrical form. Probably only Smolenskin, 
J. L. Peretz and Frishman will survive of the fiction writers of last 
century. 

The tendencies which this volume illustrates commence with the 
reaction against the narrow life of the Russian Ghetto, which 
never seems to have known that warm emotionalism which relieved 
the gloom of Western European Jewries. The reaction was at first 
romantic and then realistic in outlook. The Maskilim demanded 
radical changes and reforms in the religion and social life of the 
Jews. Gordon and Lilienblum were merciless in their condemnation 
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f the older Judaism, On whose they ler lared they had saeri 
fieed their vouth. The result would have been a wholesale drilt 
from the Jewish fold had it not been for the rise of the National 
Movement. of which the real father was Pere’z Smolenskin—a man 
not ashamed of the qrarrs whence he was hewn, The period of 
Nationalism was followed by the re iva't. and Hebrew became a tool 
ready to cope with all manner of work. The Professor seems to 
think that the problem of stemming the drift and of preserving the 
best mn Hebrate « ulture has been eolved, (one wonders if he is Pheyi 
relving a little too much on what may be a broken reed, ora smoking 
firebrand. Especially is this so when one finds that he considers 
that the modern Hebrew poet who hos the loftiest vision is Shneur, 
who “ doos not shrink from attacking the highest prophetic ideal in 
the aspiration for wo) peace, and omplete anal absolute equality. 
This explains Some of the vagaries prevalent in the Hebrew 
University ‘in regard to international peace. The fact is that the 
good schse ol eatholy Israel has been able to choose the real 
inheritors of the Jewish tradition from the false. They have 
accepted Luzzatto and Bialik, they have rejected Lilienblum and 
ferdichewsky : the process will doubtless continue, 

The thests. ol the book is presented clearly, although itn 
number of minor writersis mentioned when more space 
could have been devoted to the leading lights.

Co-operative Banking. By N. Barou. (P.S. Kirg, 15s.) 


Mr. Baron's volume on “ Co-operative Panhing ” gives ample evidence 


of great enthusiasm for the devel pment of Co-op ration, the movement 
“to help the weak to become stronger through mutual service and joint 
effort.” His réading has been colossal, an Laithonugh he spread his net wide, 
he has caucht every scran of evidence and discuss.on bearing even remotely 
on his subject. The valuable result .of years of work and thought is 
bromnght together into a convenient form. ‘Khe recent history cf this move- 
ment is crit cally examined and constructive pris posals are always sought. 

In his introductory chapters, Mr. Barou discusses the need for creci! 
facilities among the working population, underlines some of the fallacies 
current respecting the nature of work Pe lass savings, defines co operation 
and classifies the different types of co-operative banking. He then surveys 
consumers’ co-operative banks, labour banks, urban and agricultural 
co-operative banks in most countries of the world. An analysis of their 
organisation, their business and.methods of account keeping is followed by 
a chapter on tendencies and problems. His narrative is always coupled 
With a running commentary of critical observations, and his mind is always 
busy trying to discover suggestions for improving and increasing their 
business and usefulness, It is characteristic that he supports the case for 
the formation of a unified co-operative financial mechanism in each 
country, and the development of an International Co-operative Bank, first 
mivocated by the French. 

The reader of this journal will be particularly interested in the 
acegunt of the co-operative banks of Palestine, Lithuania, Bessarabia and 
of New York, which are Jewish organisations. He will learn that the 
Amalgamated Bank of New York is the only labour bank which has a 
truly experinmentaloutlook, It finances the co-operative building of houses 
as Well as provides personal credit, and transmits money to foreign countries, 
ete. Palestine, too, has a Workers’ Bank, which isthe financial instrument 
of the Jewish Labour Federation, the Histadruth Hapoalim, and helps to 
finance all its activities. The Central Bank of Co-operative Institutions in 
Palestine finances, more especially, agricultural co operative societies, a 
task for which it has been generally commended in the official reports. 

Mr. Barou’s book does away with a widespread view that bankers, in 
Which class our anthor wishes to be included. have some special lore not 
known to mere students. On the other hand, it makes no pretence to 
being the work of a trained economist. It avoids any attempt. at the 
broader generalisations about banking and eredit which the schools seek, 
lt is a sound piece of work covering a neglected field.

Notes on Books and Authors. 


Au inte esting contribution to the history of the Jews in America has 
been written by Mr. Philip Cowen in his MEMORIES OF AN AMERICAN JEW 
(The tnternational Press, New York), whieh has an introductory note by 
br. A. S. W. Rosenbach. Mr. Cowen was the publisher of the AMERICAN 
HEBREW from the time of its establishment in 1879 for a period of a 
quarter of a century, and afterwards was appointed an officer in the 
lmrmigrat on Service by order of President Theodore Roosevelt. In both 
careers, he came into contact with a very large number of interesting and 
important personalities, about whom he writes very entertainingly. A 
stirring episode in his life was a visit to Russia in 1905, to investigate the 
terrible pogroms that occurred that year, and his reminiscences are vividly 
described. Some of the more notable people with whom he came into 
personal contact were Laurence Oliphant, Leroy-Beaulieun, Emma Lazarus, 
linber, Schechter and Israel Zangwill, about all of whom he relates many 
charact ristic anecdotes. The book has no literary pretensions, and our 
review copy has been doubly printed on some pages while some are blank, 
but, nevertheless, we have spent some pleasant hours in its company. 


There is pressing need for a handy, one-volaume JEWISH ENCYCt.0- 
PARDIA. The new German production is to occupy at least fifteen volumes : 
the JEWISH ENCYCLOPAEDIA comprised twelve,and is difficult to procure 
even to-day for less than an equal number of guineas. The new JUEDISCHES 
LEXICON, recently produced in Germany, is less ambitious, but even so 
comprises four bulky and expensive volumes. Its projected American 
counterpart, the STANDARD JEWISH ENCYCLOPA EDIA, will be atrifle larger, 
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All these are too voluminous, and indeed too costly, for the ordinary “ Baal 
haBayith.” A single volume DicTIONARY OF JUDAISM, with brief. concise 
articles, occupying at the most a couple of pages, and in many cases no 
more than a couple of lines —a sort of Jewish “ Petit Larousse "- -produced 
at a moderate price, and compiled for the ordinary man rather than for 
the specialist, can be assured of a very wide circulation aAinong Jews and 
non-Jews alike, not only in this country but throughout the world . I 

there no publisher with sufficient vision to take up the idea” gg

A Jewish View of Life. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—In his notice of the Jewish REVIEW in your issue of November 
lith, your reviewer states that there is a contradiction between the 
versions of an article by Professor Einstein appearing in the Jewtsu 
REVIEW and in the American paper OPINION, the latter making him say 
that there is not a Jewish view of life and the former making him say. or 
rather imply, that there is. The tone of the article, I think, makes it 
clear that in Dr. Einstein's opinion there is what we might call in English 
a” Jewish view of life” (though he does not say so in so many words), a 
view, namely, of life as something valuable and even sacred in and for 
itself. What Dr. Einstein denies to Judaism is a Welfanschanuung in the 
philcsophical sense,’’ that is, as I understand him, an inherent coneeption 
of or outlook on the erterna’ worid, or, in other words, a definite approach 
to the problems of natural science.

Housing Scheme Progress. 


THE CARE OF HOMELESS YOUTHS. 

Miss HANNAH F. Conen, O.B.B., the President, presided on 
Monday at the meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians which was 
held at 127, Middlesex Street, E.1. 3 

The PRESIDENT reported the resignation of Mr- James H. Solomon as 
Chairman of the Almshouses Committee and the clection of Mr. John 
tebag-Monteflore in his place. She also congratulated Alderman Sidney 
Bolsom on behalf of the Board upon having been elected Mayor of St. 
Pancras. 

The mecting agreed to the recommendation of the Excutive Com- 
mittce ** That the sa'aries of certain members of the staff be increased as 
from the ist of Janucry, 1933.”’ 

The Board‘ granted the application from the Shoreditch and Bethnal 
Green District Nursing Association for arenewal of the grant of £15 which 
the Board makes annually to that Association. ) 

Miss COHEN roported that Dr. M. Tree had been appointed Honorary 
Medical Adviscr to the Industrial Committee in the place of the late Dr, 
Percy Goodman. 

The PRE-:IDENT, reporting on the progress on the housing scheme, 
sid that about a fortnight ago the London County Council approved the 
plans, but made it clear that i) was not to be rejarded as a precedent and 
that their plans ran counter to many things which they regarded as 
essential. About four or five days ago she reeeived a letter from the 
Charity Conimissioners saying that they were also prepared to sanction 
the scheme and submitting a draft schemes: which embodied the points 
which they put before them. 

She askel for the Boarl’s formal sanction to tho scheme, and this 
was given. 

The meeting hai before it the following resolution, which was passed 
at a conference which was held on October 25th and 26th. 

This Conference is of opinion that it is desirable that steps should be taken 
to provide a commodation for boys and youths between the ages of (a) fourteen 
moet seventeen and (b) seventeen ani twen y-one, who may be homeless or whose 
circumstances warrant their removal from their present surroundings; (a) by 
the establishment of hostels of moderate size, and/or (b) by boarding out m 
families, »nd desires the Jewish Board of Guardians to pursue the matter with 
a view to the provision of such accommodation. 

In reply to a question as to what was the feeling of the Executive in 
this matter, Miss COHEN said that the view of the Exccutive was that 
probably the wisest thing to do would be to refer this question to a small 
Shub-Committee of the Board for a report as to what it thought would be 
the most practical way of dealing with it. 

Miss IDA SAMUEL, M.B.E., J.P., L.C.C., moved that a Committee 
should be set up, that it should issue a report, and that they should then 
discuss it. 

Miss NeTTie ADLER, J.P., urged that the Committee should consider 
the matter thoroughly and issue a full report. She also felt that it was 
very desirable that they should not again meet without having something 
agreed upon before them. She hoped, therefore, that the whole question 
would be explored. 

Miss ConeEN said she thought that perhaps Miss Nettie Adler, Alderman 
Henriques, Mr. Arthur Stiebel and Mr. I. J. Rozelaar would be willing to 
serve on this Sub-Committee, by the formation of which, she felt, they 
would be most likely to get a practical solution of the problem in the 
gmaliest interval of time. 

After further discussion, Miss Samuel's suggestion was agreed to. 


NOTES ON THE SIDRA, 
Sabbath MIN, Genesis xxy., 19—xxviii., 9. 

54. The ¥Yarious attempts of the commentators to inter- 
pret the narrative of the birthright in such a way as to acquit Jacob 
of the charge of having taken an unfair advantage of his brother 
were recounted in these notes last vear. The article concluded 
with the statement: “The subject has been approached from an 
entirely different angle by the eminent scholar, the late Dr. Joseph 
Jacobs ; but the exposition of his theory must be deferred.” His 
ingenious theory will now be explained. 

All civilised peoples to-day, with rave exceptions, have adopted 
the system of primogeniture whereby the firstborn is the father's 
heir and successor; but in the more primitive stage of life this rule 
was by no means generally followed. More often, the rule of ultimo- 
#eniture or junior right was followed and the inheritance passed to 
the youngest son. Much evidence of the practice has been coilected 
by Frazer in his “ Folklore in the Old Testament,” L., pp. 429-566, 
und he proves that the custom existed in many parts of Europe as 
well as the other Continents. He points out that “the great 
majority of peoples who are known to observe ultimogeniture subsist 
inainiy by agriculture,” and this fact suggests its origin. When the 
sons grow up, they leave the parental home to till land of their 
own; so that eventually only the youngest is left behind. As an 
inducement for him to remain and assist his aged father in the 
cultivation of the family possession, he had the expectation of being 
its owner. It would frequently happen that he became the virtual 
mmaster while his parents weve still alive and supported them by 
his labours; and in this way the inheritance na urally passed to 
him. 

Dr. Jacobs was the first to detect evidence of this custom in the 
Bible, and he devoted an essay to this subject in his book, ” Biblical 
Archiwology,” pp. 46-65. He noted that all the three Patriarchs 
were voungest sons. The position of Jacob, who gave the name to 
the race, is especially interesting in this connection, because “speaking 
algebraically, he is a youngest son to the seventh power. He is the 
voungest son of Isaac, who was the voungest son of Abraham, Teralhi’'s 
voungest son, and of Rebekah who was the voungest child of Bethuel, 
who was the youngest son of Nahor.” He also remarked that almost 
every name of importance in early Hebrew history is that of a youngest 
son or daughter. To the firstborn was attached the idea of sanctity 
isee Exodus xxxiv., 19f.). but in material matters, favour was given 
to the lastborn. In this custom of junior right, he finds the explana. 
tion of the curious narrative about the birth of twin sons te 
Tamar in Genesis xxxviii., 28ff, and the mark which was used to 
distinguish the elder. No reason is given in the chapter why the 
matter was of importance; but Dr. Jacobs conjectured that the 
importance of determining that Perez was really the younger of 
the two sons lies in the fact that he was the ancestor of David, who 
was himself a voungest son. Other instances of younger. sons 
and it as 
noteworthy that David acknowledged Solomon, bis lastborn son, as 


surpassing their elder brothers are Joseph and Ephraim ; 


the successor to the throne. 

Despite the law of Deuteronomy xxi, 15ff., which gave the first- 
born a double share of the inheritance, it must be conceded that 
traces of the system cf ultimogeniture can be detected in the Biblical 
narratives. D:. Jacobs therefore suggested thatthe story of Jacob and 
the bierthiight was originally connected with this system of succes- 
sion. His theory was adopted by Frazer, whose conclusion is: ~ The 
historian of a later age, when the old custom of ultimogeniture had 
long been forgotten, was surprised to find traditions of younger sons 
inheriting to the exclusion of their elder brothers, and, in order to 
explain cases of succession which violated all his notions of propriety, 
he represented them as exceptions due to a variety of fortuitous 
causes, such as an accident at birth, the arbitrary preference of the 
father or the cupidity and cunning of the younger son. On this 
yiew. therefore. Jacob did no wrong to his elder brother Esau; he 
merely vindicated for himself tfat right of succession which the 
ancient law had universally conferred on younger sons, though in 
his own day a new fashion had crept in of transferring the inhert- 
tance from the youngest to the eldest son” (pp. 434f.). 

This explanation must needs remain hypothetical and incapable 
of proof. It is not free of difficulties, but its interest and ingenuity 
cannot be gainsaid.

While Europe 
cos still in a semi-savage condition and human life was dirty, Jews 
preached and practised cleanliness. The idea that all men-—even 

thy manuservant and thy maidservant are entitled to.one days 
rest in the working week—is a notion fostered by Jews. If th» 
Jews had been responsible for nothing else but the Psalms, they 


would have deserved well of mantkeind. Yet how much more the 


have given! 


\s a race, JOws possess a more than average cap icitv for doing 
ings intelligently. That is why they excel in many walks of life. 
In all countries you will find Jews among the ptoneers in business ; 
ou will find distinguished Jewish doctors, niyusicians, actors, 
painters, journa'tists. As a people, they are gifted with a certain 
venialitv, marked broadly by an optimistic outlook on life, which 
may be aptly summed up in jrownings phrase, ~ God's in His 
heaven, all's right with the world.” 

Qualities such as these make Jews good citizens. Pro-Semitos 
realise that if Jews are clever politicians, the ) litical life of the 
country in which they live is the richer. If Jews are clever bankers, 
lawyers, doctors or journalists, their activities redound to the benefit 
of the nation as a& whole. Jews are devoted to education. They 
are known to make more sacrifices for the acquisition of knowledge 
than some other people. They long to be admitted to the Univer- 
sities. Anti-Semites, out of the spite in their hearts, blindly exclude 
Jews from Universities. One can only account as their reason that 
they are jealous of the devotion of the Jew to learning. But Pro. 
Semites welcome Jews at University seats. Pro-Semites see that 
such devotion and self-sacrifice are qualities that make for health 
inthe State. The wisdom, the riches, the health, the intelligence 
of its citizens are ultimately the wisdom, the riches, the health, the 
intelligence of the body politic. Accordingly it seems only common- 
sense fo encourage every group in the State that is able to contribute 
useful elements to the life of the Great Society. Three thousand 
vears of actual practice have shown that the Jews are able .to give 
to the body corporate a fair share of what is valuable. The 
Pro-Semite recognises the fact and welcomes the Jew as a good 
neighbour, 

But the Pro-Semite is not blind to the fact that some Jews sadly 
fall from Jewish ideals and so become bad citizens. He understands, 
however, that no social group anywhere ia the world is composed 
of wholly perfect specimens. Consider any people as a whole and 
you will find among them a percentage of human waste—of 
criminals, of mental or moral degenerates, of weaklings. Those 
who have studied the English people are alive to their splendid 
national qualities. Those who know the Scotch also know their 
many excellences as a people. Yet English and Scottish rogues are 
no rarity. It is not otherwise with the Jews. They, too, have their 
black sheep. But like every other social group, the Jews are 
entitled to be judged not by their worst but by their best elements, 
and who that has seen the Jew at his best will not be appreciative 
of his virtues—of his warm-heartedness, of his charity, of his 
neighbourliness? ‘The Pro-Semite being a sensible man sees these 
things in their true perspective. He also remembers that for threo 
thousand years the Jews have gone to a school where the principal 
doctrine taught was this: Be ye holy, for Lthe Lord your God am 
holy.

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Jewish Marriage and Divorce. 


From Rabbi Dr. ISIDORE EPSTEIN. 

To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRoNIcLe. 
admire the spirit of magnanimity that animates 
Benammi”’ in his causerie on the Jewish view of Marriage in the 
current issue of your paper. ‘Whilst readers in general will be 
indebted for his strictures on Dr. Landau’s recent pronouncement 
on the subject of Jewish marriage and divorce. 1 feel that your 
contributor has let him off too lightly. 

It is indeed a generous act to palliate the offence on the plea that Dr. 
Landan suffered from a momentary lapse of memory, but it is well to 
remember what our sages teach us that in the case of “ Chillul Hashem.” 
having regard to its disastrous effect, one cannot escape the COnsequcnces 
thereof oa the plea of 22 without making due amends. And that this 
is a case of “ Chillul Hashem” no one. considering the whole of the 
circumstances, will venture to gainsay. 

Stated briefly: A paleontologist in the cotrse of a public address urges 
that marriage should be taken away from the control of the Church: 
advocates a reversion to a polygamous state, on the ground that “half a 
husband is better than no bread”: and finally holds up the Soviet system 
of easy marriage and casy divorce as the ideal towards which all civilised 
states should strive. 

This speech arouses considerable controversy : leaders of various 
religious denominations denounce his views in unqualified terms : while 
the only one reported to give his blessing to the speech as reflecting the 
spirit behind the ancient biblical law, is the Jewish representative, Dr, 
Landau. 

Not satisfied to leave it at that, Dr. Landau proceeds to declare that 
this attitude represents the Jewish law of marriage as it is to-day. That 
he is unquestionably wrong “Benammi” has already shown ; but his 
criticisms do not go to the root of the matter. Take, for instance. Dr. 
Landau’s statement “If a man and woman live together as husband and 
wife, she is ipso fucto his legal wife.’ Truly an amazing statement, 
inexcusable in the case of a Chief of an Ecclesiastical Court. Nowhere 
in Jewish law has this form of marriage ever been recognised as valid, as 
it explicitly stated in the Eben Haezer (chap. 26) that if a man and woman 
live together as husband and wife without duly prescribed Kiddushin, 
they are not considered married and may separate, nay, are, wherever 
possible, compelled to separate without divorce. 

Further, referring to the question of polygamy, he declares ** The 
Bible and the Talmud approve of polygamy. And this for two reasons. 
First because of the principle . . . that‘ half a husband is better than 
no bread’ . . . Secondly, to force man to take full responsibility for 
the consequences of his vagaries.” This is an excellent illustration of 
suppressio veri, suggestio falsi.. Neither of the two reasons he advances 
uuderlies the Biblical and Talmudic approval of polygamy. In each case 
itis not an injunction making of polygamy a kind of virtue as suggested 
by Rabbi Landau, but merely a toleration to custom, the worst effects of 
which the Law, Biblical and Talmudic, sought to mitigate. That the 
Biblical ideal was monogamy is clear to any one who reads the Bible 
without blinkers, and that polygamy was the exception rather than the 
rule in the Talmudic Age, has been conclusively proven by Franke! in his 
Crundlinien des mosaisch-talmudischen Eherechts, 

It is indeed sad to reflect that at atime when a material philosophy 
wages relentless war against all recognised moral and ethical standards 
which civilisation owes to Judaism, there should be found a Jewish Rabbi 
in a responsible position who lays himself open to the serious charge of 
“trading with the enemy.” Surely he owes it to himself, and to his 
Community and Kelal Yisrael to retract publicly what he has stated. and 
thus roll away reproach from off the House of Israel,

A Wedding Custom. 
From Rabbi Dr. J. NEWMAN.

Sirn,—I read with great interest the admirable article of “ Benammi” 
in the current issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. It is, however, a great 
pity that he should have spoilt his article by calling the breaking of a glass 
by the bridegroom “a piece of rank superstition.” As is well known to all 
acquainted with the laws of Kiddushin, a glass is broken by the bridegroom 
in memory of the destruction of the Temple. In the Talmudic period it 
was customary to put ashes on the head of the bridegroom, for the same 
reason. In the Middle Ages, the custom of breaking a glass was adopted 
instead. 

Another point upon which “ Benammi” is not quite correct is the 
custom of reading the Ketubah. The drawing up of the Ketubah is 
essential to the marriage, but the reading of it is merely a custom instituted 


by Rashi; so that it should serve as a break between the M373 of the first: 


ceremony of Kiddushin and those of the second ceremony of PNW, the 
completion of the marriage.

Spinoza Tercentenary. 


“Reason, Reality and Religion.” 


“ONE OF THE WORLDS MAJOR PHILOSOPHERS,” 


To commemorate the tercentenary of Spinoza’s birth, a meeting 
was held by the British Institute of Philosophy at University College, 
Giower Street, W.C., last week, at which Professor A. WolT delivered 
nm lecture on the great Jewish philosopher. 
presided, 


Professor S. Alexander 


Professor WoLF said that Spinoza’s philosophy had advantages 
over certain others, although he would not suggest that it was the 
greatest philosophy. Spinoza believed in an ~ Ultimate Being " and 
held that everything in the universe obeyed invariable laws, nothing 
being left to chance. This“ Ultimate Being” he called a “ substance 
immanent in the world.” 
scientific in spirit. 
Substance. 


The philosopher's procedure was strictly 
He equated the three terms: God, Nature and 
His system was a more complete whole than any other. 
His theory of knowledge postulated three ascending grades: 
perception, reason. and intuition, Spinoza’s pantheism was mathe- 
matical,and on one hand was a result of emotion and religion ; 
hence his identification of God with nature. 

In conclusion, the lecturer referred to the profound sense 
of cosmic unity which Spinoza felt; and said that the world would 
be a different place if we applied his philosophy to things. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Spinoza was one of the major philoso- 
phers who included Plato, Aristotle and perhaps Kant. He was 
usked a short time ago whether there was a distinctive Jewish 
philosophy. In replying, he said he did not know ; because the 
things in each philosophy could be found in others, but he rather 
thought that it was so. Spinoza pursued the method of naturalism, 
which word had come to be associated with materialism, and was. 
therefore, likely to lead to confusion. But the answer to materialism 
was Spinoza. Spinoza implied that, if you pursued science to its 
end, vou came to God. He was not there to say whether that was 
right or wrong, but would say that it was something they would 
have to consider, 

Sir HERBERT SAMUEL, M.P., said that the British Institute of 
Philosophy would Lave done less than its duty if it had failed to 
commemorate Spinoza. It was remarkable that Spinoza. who was 
condemped in his own day as an atheist, should to-day be 
honoured all over the world as one of the greatest thinkers 
and one of the greatest servants of mankind. He said he had 
doubts about immortality for ourselves, but no doubt about the 
immortality of the things we did. 
to-day. 


In that way Spinoza was alive 
Spinoza did not make the mistake of believing that the 
study of phitosophy was the study of philosophers. 


Reason, realjty 
nud religion were the three “Rs” 


of Spinoza, whose remarkable 
combination of qualities was repeatedly produced in the Jewish race 
giving of their best to mankind. Spinoza was “a promontory into 
the future” from the 17th century to the 20th century and on into 
the centuries to come. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was moved aud seconded by 
Professor Morris Ginsberg and Sir Leslie Mackenzie ; the latter satd 
that the fact that Spinoza was a Jew filled him with the one lasting 
regret that he himself had no trace of Jewish blood in his veins. 


Ethical Society's Tribute. 

The Spinoza Tercentenary was also observed by the Ethical Union, 
which devoted the fourth Horace Seal Memorial Lecture to the subject, 
the speakers being Rabbi Tl. Ll. Mattuck and Dr, Stanton Coit. Lord Snell, 
C.B.E., occupied the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Ethical Society felt adeep obligation to 
the great spirits of the past and they liked to recall their gifts to the 
common stock. 

Rabbi MATTUCK said that Spinoza was one of the world’s greatest 
thinkers, and, judged by character, one of ifs greatest men. He began as 
a Jew but his greatness belonged to all mankind. He was one whe 
rose above and grew out of, beyond, the Jewish religion. It was difficult 
to associate Spinoza with religion. His excommunication was sufficient 
to indicate that he had broken with the religious feeling of his time. His 
ideas were acceptable to all who did not place dogma before truth. 
Freedom was too precious a thing to him to risk for any reward. God for 
Spinoza equalled total reality, the totality of all being. God was not the 
sum total of all things, but rather the begining of all things, just as the sea 
was more than the sum total of all its drops. The speaker saw influences in 
Spinoza going back a good many centuries—the Jews were ever moved by a 
feeling for unity. All the inconsistencies in the philosophy became fused 
into a glowing unity through his mysticism. 

Dr. Corr said that all Spinoza’s commentators were as darkened 
slasses through which they could glimpse the light, There never had 
been a system of philosophy that did not contain inconsistencies, The 
result of a study of all the philosophies was that one lost all dogma and 
realised that one did not know all,

SLANDER, TERRORISM, BOYCOTT AND VANDALISM, 


lt would be easy to fill volumes with accounts of the acts committed 
by the Nazis during the last few years in the practical application of their 
maleficent doctrines. They would form documents of the Aulturgeschichte 
of modern (;.ormany. which would contain im themselves the most con- 
demnatoryv of commentaries. We must content ourselves here with giving 
a mere survew of the multifarious outrages that have heen inflicted pon 
the Jews. omitting altovether those of which non-Jews have been the victims, 
and we shall select som ty pre al eases from the various classes of barbarities 
that have been perpetrated. For the attacks made upon the Jews are by 
no means contined to one parti ular mode: all sorts of means and me thods 
are employed, from the inte llectual to the most brutal. 

Speeches containing false accusations, articles bristling with slanderous 
charges, posters with vituperative slogans, posteards with diabolical carica- 
tures, plavs with a provocative purpose, and songs designed to rouse the 
thirst for Jewish blood— these are among the “ intellectual’ weapons used 
he the Nazis in their relentless ervsade against the Jews. ‘Tens of thousands 
of speeches have been delivered by unbridled agitators to millions of credulous 
listeners during the last few years, and the result is that the basest of passions 
and the foulest of instincts have been stirred up against a people whee only 
wish is to be allowed to co-operate like fellow-citizens, with all the energics 
and faculties at their command, in the betterment of their common country. 
Those speeches have acted like so many powerful jets of poison, which lave 
wrought the most terrible injury to the soul of the German people.

The Nazi Press has repeatedly accused the Jews of plotting the murder 
of Hitlerites and of hiring agents or paying organisations of assassins for 
the purpose. * It is Jewish tactics to yet rid of National Socialist influc nee 
even recently by acts of slaughter. Hence, the monies flow from the secret 
funds into the pockets of systematic murder organisations, whose agents 
are of the commonest underworld, wrote the Schlesische UW ahlzetu ng (No. 6) 
Jast July. Similarly, in the Preussische Zeitung, of Koenigsberg (July 10th, 
1931), we read: “* And thus we now witness the tragedy that, day in, day out, 
for months—nay, for years— incited hirelings of Jewish capital are misused 
to stab and to club German workers, . . . Day in. day ont. the rows of 
the dead grow longer, and endless is the procession of the wounded,”

Assaults and Outrages. 


All these incendiary speeches, articles and songs constitute ects of 
barbarism just as mus h as the long series of phy sical assaults that have 
taken place in all parts of Germany. These attac ks have been inflicted upon 
all kinds and classes of Jews. without distimetion of age or sex, no matter 
whether native or foreign, in towns and villages, in streets and cafés, in 
universities and theatres. Clubs and cudgels, knives, ] istols, and even bombs, 
are used: and the terrorism conducted in small towns has led to a veritable 
flight of Jews to the erties, 

A selection from a very long list of outrages will give some idea of their 
varied and violent character and their w idespread extent:

Serious Anti-Jewish Riots. 


LEMBERG LIKE A CITY BESIEGED. 


Press Censorship. 

Serious anti-Jewish disturbances have again occurred in Tem. 
berg, precipitated by a clash which took place during the night 
between several Jews! belonging to the underworld. men with 
criminal records known to have engaged in nefarious undertakings, 
‘To mask their real ove upation, the Jews, three of whom are under 
arrest, sometimes took employment as journeymen bakers. and they 
were going home from their work in a bakehouse when six drunken 
students came out of a

By the time the police arrived they found three students 
budly wounded. One of them, Jan-Grotkowski, twenty-two vears 
of age, who had been stabbed, died afterwards. The three Jews 
were arrested, and it was only after they were examined at the 
police station that it came out that they were not

the police as living on the immoral earnings of women and had 
frequently been convicted of that offence. One of them is fatally 
injured and has been placed in the prison hospital. All three are 
liable to be tried by court martial. 

When the news spread during the dav. crowds of National 
Democrats marched through the streets, and the Jews kept away 
fearing trouble. The police took energetic measures to keep order, 
but were handicapped by the big crowds. In the evening the police 
dispersed the mob by turning hydrants on them. Jews were 
uttacked in all parts of the city. Some have sustained only minor 
injuries, but several are seriously wounded, and 146 have received 
hospital treatment. There was great anxiety about Tuesday, when 
the funeral of the student Grotkowskt took place, but an enormous 
detachment of armed police was on duty and there were no 
disturbances, ‘The’ Lemberg District Governor has approached 
the Jewish representatives with a suggestion that they 
should publish a proclamation to the inhabitants condemning 
Girotkowskis murder. An official communiqué has been issued 
stating that there was a brawl during the night between students 
out on the spree and people belonging to the underworld, in which 
Grotkowski was killed. The University Rectorate has also issued‘a 
proclamation, declaring that the occurences which took place during 
the night were simply acts of ordinary banditry, devoid of any 
political or national tendency, and therefore calling upon the 
students to keep order. 

Later messages are extremely discomforting. The riots have 
spread to Warsaw, Vilna, Cracow and Czenstochowa, and so serious 
ure they that the Goverument has prohibited the sending of cables,

Two Jewish newspapers have been suppressed, one in Lemberg and 
one in Warsaw. . Official communiqués are being issued and the 
Press is forbidden to publish details. 

As far as can be gathered from telephone communications, 
students from the funeral of Grotkowski indulged in Jew baiting. 
They declared that they had been tired at from a house and two of 
them were hit. The house from which the shots were supposed to 
have come was, so they asserted, the house of the Jewish deputy 
Jaeger and his brother. On hearing this rumour the crowd smashed 
the windows and wrecked all the neighbouring Jewish shops. In 
the evening, 600 demonstrators extinguished the street lamps and 
looted the Jewish shops. Thirty-three were arrested. Lemberg now 
looks like a <« ity under siege. The streets are patrolled e and 
fire-brigades summoned from neighbouring towns. There is an eight 
oclock curfew for students,

All Jewish shops and houses are closed 


News from other localities is even more difficult to obtain. but 
it appears that Warsaw University has been closed. Police surround 
the building and special police are guarding Jewish shops. 

The latest messages give the names of two Jews who hive 
been killed. According to these reports, a student named Yechial 
Kirschbaum was stabbed to death by his fellow students at 
evening continuation classes in Warsaw. The Yiddish daily

have been repeated so often that there is hardly any need here to describe 
particular episodes. But mention must be made of the disorderly and dis- 
vyraceful scenes that have been occurring during the last two weeks at the 
treslau University, where the Nazis are demanding the retirement of the 
newly elected Professor of Commercial Law, Dr. Ernst Cohn, and have 
organised such riots that they have made his lectures im pe ssible and caused 
the mounted police to be requisitioned in order to restore the peace. The 
recurrence of these outbreaks in seats of learning is a sinister commentary 
upon the influence at work among Germany's academic youth, and casts 
an ominous shadow upon the future. 


Boycott Agitation. 

The boycott of Jews, whether in business or professions, is insistently 
preached by Nazi agitators and emphasised in the Press. ** Whoever buys 
of Jews buys either rubbish or goods to which the sweat and blood of the 
German brethren clings. Every National-Socialistic thinking German may, 
therefore, buy only in German shops!” wrote the Prewssische-Zeitung, of 
Koenigsberg (March 17th, 1931). A Dresden paper, Der Freiheitskampf 
(July 7th, 1931), went further: ‘* National Sociahsts, buy only in German 
shops. Go only to a German doctor and a German lawyer, The following 
shops in Plauen are Jewish:

Vandalism Against Cemeteries and Synagogues. 


But the most revolting chapter of Nazi barbarism consists of the viola- 
tion of Jewish cemeteries, the demolition of tombstones and the desecration 
of synagogues. From 1923 until June 30th, 1932, there were altogether 125 
eases of the violation of cemeteries, which were proved to have been prompted 
hy political enmity. In almost all instances many tombstones were over- 
thrown and smashed; in very many cases @ ~ Hakenkreuz”’ was painted 
er carved on them, and, in some cases, the words *‘ Judah perish!” were 
inserted ; and, in addition, defilement. of an unspeakable nature was often 
committed. During the same period there have been forty-eight cases of

desecration of svnazogues, (me of the worst cases was that which oceurrer 
in February, 1930, when the synagogue at Kott busser Tor, in Berlin, had its 
entire facade and doors painted with twenty swastikas a metre high, in 
addition to being defaced with the inscription: “ Judah perish, death to 
Judah, vengeance comes near!"’ In this particular case the five Nezis who 
were the culprits were caught and sentenced to live months’ imprisonment 
each. But in the majority of the other Cases the vandals have Cm aped scat 
free. These forms of ghoulish perversity still continue and a fresh wave of 
hestial outrages against cemeteries and synagogues—in Berlin, Hamburg 
Breslau, Cologne, Tilsit, and other places —is adding to the shame of cultured 
Ciermany.

The League Against Anti-Semitism. 

M. Edouard Herriot, the French Premier, found himself unable 
to preside at the banquet held in Paris in connection with the 
Conference of the League Against Anti-Semitism. but he sent a 
message in which he expressed abhorrence of the rising tide of 
anti-Semitism, and declared his firm belief that the road to recovery 
lay only in peace and con ‘liation. A letter from Professor Albert 
Einstein wes also read out to the Conference, appro, ing the work of 
the League in fighting against ant) Semitism. which he desertbes as 
one of the major tasks of all humane people. 

The Conference has decided to join the Amsterdam League for 
Peace, in spite of a strong protest by a group of members who 
objected that the Amsterdam League is affiliated with Moscow. The 
Conference has also reattirmed its attitude of benevolent neutrality 
in regard to the Palestine movement, declaring that the solution of 
the Jewish question lies in the furtherance of peace among the 
nations,

The situation at the Breslau University, where the Nazi students are 
tiving to bring about the dismissal of Professor Frast Cohn, continues to 
occupy the attention of the Press. The Nazi students have appealed to 
the Prussian Reich Comuniissioner, Dr. Beacht, to remove Professor Cohn 
from the University. The Democratic and Left Press, however, warns 
the Prussian Government that if it yields to the demand of the Nazi 
students in Breslau, the Nazi Students in other Universities will organise 
similar disturbances, It is pointed out that they have already forced the 
Dean cf the Faculty of Law, Professor Waldek. to resign. Professor 
Waldek and Professor Cohn, declares the Press, are now seeking the 
protection of the Government and the Government must act firmly. The 
courageous action of the Prussian Commissioner of the Min'stry of 
Education, Hery Koehler, in promoting Professor Cohn to be a member of 
the Examining Board of the Breslau University in the midst of the Nazi 
agitation, has greatly pleased the Democratic Press. The University has 
however again been closed, following fresh outbreaks against Professor 
Cohn.

The offices of the German Gerzerd (Ozat), the Society for promoting 
Jewish settlement in Soviet Russia, have been raided by the police and a 
quantity of documents was seized. 

Oscar Leibholz, a seventy-cight year old Cantor, and his wife have 
been fatally injured by a band of Hitlerist storintroopers who broke into 
their home. 

To cover Hitler's tailure to form a Government. the Nazi press and 
speakers have begun to intensify their campaign of anti-Jewish hatred 
and vituperation. A particularly furious onslaught has been made by one 
of the Nazi spokesmen, Deputy Denecke, who in addressing a Conference 
of Nazi booksellers in Berlin, said that the Jewish problem in Germany 
would soon be settled very simply by taking away from the Jews every 
opportunity of carning a living, and then, he said, they would all flee of 
their own accord, from Germany into France. “ We shall take away all 
their possessions,’” he went on, “leaving them just enongh for their 
journey to Palestine. But best of all we shall, immediately we come te 
power, enact a very brief law which will read: * Anyone w ho kills a Jew 
inherits all he has.’

M. Gonatas Goes.

One of the consequences of the recent Parliamentary elections 
in which M. Venizelos was defeated by M. Tsaldaris is the removal 
of M. Gonatas from his post as Governor-General of Salonika. The 
Jews of Salonika voted by a large majority in favour of the Popular 
Party of M. Tsaldaris and sent two Jewish candidates of this 
party to Parliament. They thus showed their opposition to a party 
that had shown little disposition to treat’ them on an equality 
of citizenship with the Christian population and had followed 
a policy of extreme Hellenisation. The Venizelist Party had taken 
a series of measures calculated to destroy the national characteristics 
of the Jews piecemeal and restrict their civic and political rights. 
M. Gonatas, in his capacity as Prime Minister in 1922, countersigned 
the death sentences on M. Gounaris, the leader of the Popular Party 
and five other Ministers. It is quite natural therefore that with the 
advent to power of M. Tsaldaris, M. Gonatas should be replaced. 

His term of office in Salonika leaves bitter memories with the 
Jews. One cannot forget that it was under his goVernorship that 
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the town was the scene of the fire in the Campbell quarter and the 
most shameful anti-Semitic disorders that the town has ever seen 
Hon. President of the Nationalist Organisation “ Hellas,” he adiniidiad 
ib ivorously mn the Chamber when it was accused of ¢ oniplh itv in 
the odious scenes of June last year. One can at least say that be 
his negative attitude he contributed to the poisoned atmosphere of 
those sombre days, nor can he escape responsibility for failing to

The Legislative Council. 
WIDESPREAD DISSATISFACTION. 


trom our orrespondent— JERUSALEM 


Considerable indignation is being stirred up here over the 
Government's avowed intention of creating a Legislative Council in 
Palestine early in 1933. The Zionist Revisionists have issued a 
statement alleging that the Jewish Agency has wilfully ensnared 
the Jewish people into the present ridiculous position by suppressing 
the original news as well as by not allowing the papers to publish 
the Zionist Revisionist forecast of the High Commissioner's state- 
ment at Geneva. An intensive campaign against the Legislative 
Council scheme is being planned, 


Protest Against Local Government Bill. 


Sixtecn Palestinian Mayors, including the Jewish Mayors of 
fel-Aviv and Tiberias, met on Monday and decided to oppose the 
local Government Bill proposed by the Government on account of 


the unsuitability of many of its provisions, and also because it is 
alleged that it would lead to the undue sovereignty of the High 
Commissioner in Municipal Administration. 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency in Jerusalem states that the 
projected Palestine Municipalities Ordinance is not likely to be 
carried into force before 1954. This decision, it is learned from an 
nuthoritative source, is due to the powerful Jewtsh and Arab oppost. 
tion, which has made it essential for the Government to enter into 


negotiations on the subject. which ave likely to be protracted. 


Dr. Sokolow Arrives in Palestine. 
ENTHUS'ASTIC WELCOME. 


Dir. Nahum Sokolow, the President of the Jewish Agency and 
the Zionist World Organisation, arrived in Jerusalem ou Friday last. 
He was met at Ludd by Dr. Arlosoroff, ex-Deputy Farbstein and Mr. 
Kimanuel Neuman. members of the Jewish Agency Executive: the 
Hebrew poet laureate, Bialik; the Mayor of Tel-Aviv. Mr. Mayer 
Divzengoff; and representatives of all Parties and Organisations in 
the country. 

Dr. Sokolow was welcomed at the Jerusalem railway station by 
a great crowd, including Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, the head of the Jewish 
National Fund, all the members of the Palestine Jewish Agency 
Executive, the members of the Vaad Leumi Executive and the Polish 
Consul-General in Jerusalem. Dr. Sokolow interviewed the High 
Commissioner soon after his arrival in Palestine. 

On his wavy to Palestine, Dr. Sokolow landed in Alexandria, 
where he was welcomed by a large and representative deputation 
of the Jewish Community and of the local Zionist Organisation. 
lle addressed a public meeting in Alexandria before continuing his 
journey to Palestine. 


Action Against Mr. Meer Grossman. 


CHARGES OF LIBELLOUS ACCUSATIONS. 


Air. Meer Grossman, Vice-President of the Revisionist World 
Union, andthe Revisionist organ Rassvirer. which appearsin Russian 
in Paris, will both be proceeded against before the Congress Court 
ofthe Zionist World Organisation for making libellous accusations 
ugainst the Palestine Labour Federation. Histadruth Haovdin. 

Mr. Grossman, it was said at a Press Conference of the Histad. 
ruth at which this decision was taken, had in an article in the 
Warsaw Yiddish daily HAINT, and the Rassviet had in various 
articles, asserted that the Histadruth had given information to the 
Palestine Police about Revisionists who had entered the country 
illegally. It had also been alleged. it was stated, that Histadruth 
leaders had saidthat they preferred to see Arab labour emploved in 
Palestine rather than Revisionist labour. “We shall demand that 
these charges be substantiated before the Congress Court.” it was 
declared at the Press Conference. 


The Executive Committee of the Revisionist World Union has issued 
a statement in which Mr. Grossman denies the accusations, and states that 
at the Press Conference held at the Revisioni-t headquarters on November 
ist, he made the following statement which he was prepared to 
substantiate before the Congress Court : 

‘In addition, the representatives of the Histadrut declare, on every occa- 
sion, that they would prefer to see in their undertakings Arab workers, instead 
of Jewish workers who happen to be outside the Socialist Trade Unions. The 
executive Committee of the World Union of Zionist Revisionists has twice 
approached the Histadrut with the request to negotiate an agreement which 
would result in the establishment of neut‘al Employment Exebanges and the 
introduction of compulsory arbitration between employees and employers. The 
Executive Committee suggested the formation of a commission of repre- 
sentatives of the Histadrutand the Revisionist Workers’ Association in order 
to discuss this matter verbally in Palestine.

The Hebrew Renaissance. 
BEGINNINGS OF A DISTINCTIVE LITERATURE. 

Mr. I. A. Anpapy. Chief Hebrew Interpreter to the Government 
of Palestine, spoke on Thursday afternoon of last week at a meeting 
of the Roval Asiatic Society on” The Revival of the Hebrew Language 
and Literature Palestine.” Sic G. MAcCLAGAN, K.B.E., President of 
the Society, was in the Chair. 

Mr. ABBADY, after reviewing the growth of the Hebrew 
language from its infancy to the latest stages in the present 
century, said that classical Hebrew, unlike Classical Arabic, managed 
in the long course of its development to assimilate and absorb a 
number of foreign linguistic elements (Aramaic, Greek, Latin, Arabic, 
etc.) without losing any of its vitality. Continuing, he adduced 
much evidence, linguistic, ethnographic, literary and historical, in 
rebuttal of the theory that Hebrew had ever been a dead language. 
But, if it was not

‘Referring to the literary revival, he said that they had not vet 
evolved a specifically Palestinian Hebrew literature with the colour 
of the land init. But they had the beginnings of the Palestinian 
novel with the life of the country reflected in it, and they also had 
quite a number of excellent writers of short stories which could com-. 
pete with the short stories of the same level in European countries. 
All this did not however vet represent a real literarv school, 
though he had no doubt that the time was not far off when they 
would have these beginnings of a real literary Hebrew renaissance 
Which would crown the success of the cultural achievements of 
the Jews in Palestine. 

In the discussion which followed, De. S. Datcues streesed the 
fact that Hebrew had never ceased to be written and spoken and 
that it was wrong to think that Hebrew was ever a dead language. 
Speaking of the lecturer's references to Ben Yahuda. Dr. Daiches 
said he would not call Ben Yahudathe father of modern Hebrew, 
uithough he was one of those who had helped to revive and strengthen 
the influence of Hebrew. 

Haham Dr. GASTER. a Vice-President of the Society, thanked 
My. Abbady for his comprehensive review of an important intellectual 
phenomenon, and said that it would be interesting to hear more of 
ihe influence of Arabic on the Hebrew language in Palestine.

Professor BropeTtTsky declared that the ople of the world were 
too busy licking their own wounds to realise that the Jews were 
strifes big all the hon rors of the world « risis mn an accentuated degre e. 
He had it from the lips of Lord Passtield:that the Jewish people 
collectively were the most poverty stricken of all civilised peoples. 
They did not want to be in the positjon of being allowed into other 
peoples countries by the prace and kindness of the authorities, 
They wanted to be in a majority in their own country.

Anglo-Palestinian Club. 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWISH IDEAL. 


Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., lectured to the members of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Ciub, on Thursday in last week, at the Swedenborg 
Hall. Hart Street, Bloomsbury, on “British Methods of Government 
and the Jewish Ideal.’ Mr. James de Rothschild, M.P., presided. 

Sir Robert said that it was of vital importance to the future of 
Palestine that the two partners in the great enterprise, the Jews 
and the British Government, should understand one another, if 
there was to be permanent peace and prosperity in the country. 
“When vou have,” said the lecturer, “ a quick-witted and impulsive 
people with a predilection for abstract ideas, anda propensity for 
making speeches and writing articles in newspapers, in which very 
often their tongues and pens run away with them, in contact for the 
first time with British officials more accustomed to action than 
speech, with a horror of generalisation and theories, and w ith their 
natural inclination to caution intensified by the novel and diflicult 
problems with which they have to deal in Palestine, mutual under- 
standing and respect cannot be achieved unaided except after a long 
und painful period of mutual misunderstanding. There are signs 
of a considerable improvement, but the English Jew could surely do 
much more to help.’ It was not race but a unique solid and 
political tradition which had made the British Empire What it 
was. It was the creation, perhaps, of only three centuries 
during which the government of England had been dominated by 
the deliberate resolve of her people to be the masters of their 
own fate and to work out the ideal of an imperial destiny. The 
government thus founded rested upon a basis of common sense, of 
political instinct, of character trained in the testing school of 
pioneer work in new countries. Great Britain had stood apart 
from the rest of the world, her people freed to a large extent from 
the petty racial jealousies which still harassed most of the old 
world. That was the tradition which belonged to every citizen of 
the British Empire, to the Jewish settler in Palestine no less than 
every other. It was true that the presentat ion of it which came to him 
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through the British official was sometimes superficially unattractive. 
That official had been disappointed with his achievements 
in Palestine, but the fault was not all on his side. Had the Jew 
inwde the best of him? Had they always offered to him in Palestine 
the Jewish character at its best? Many Jews, suffering from the 
degradation of persecution, had acquired unattractive and exasperat- 
ing superficial characters which, for the moment, had stood in the 
way of the fine Jewish traits which had begun to reappear in those 
splendid peasants of the second generation in the Jewish colonies in 
Palestine, and so they had not yet made the best of their British official. 


An Industrial Legislature. 

~ When the Jew has acquired the sense of the British tradition, he 
will not,” said the speaker,” be talking of fifiy-fifty representation in 
it legislative couneil, He will demand representation, not of hex Is, 
f agriculture, of industry, and so on. He will be 
working with the Government officials, using their knowledge of 
British systems of government to make the best of the country. The 
official may be insular; he may be unsympathetic, but he is straight 
and he is just, and he responds to the confidence of the population for 
whose government he is responsible. Though he does not flatter them, 
he really has their interest and the interests 6f the country at heart.” 
Ifthe Jews were to be true to their history, their Jewish ideal in 
Palestin® must be a spiritual ideal. At present their effort was 
mainly absorbed in solving great mu‘ecrial problems. To make of 
Palestine a country of solid peace and prosperity, selfless devotion 
to its material up-building was to-day the compelling task, and so 
Jews were throwing themselves into all the new- material develop

Zionist Clashes in Latvia. 
VIOLENT FIGHTING AND DISTURBANCES.

Shameful scenes have recently occurred at meetings of the Leif 
Zionts.s tu Latvia, convened for the purpose of protest. ng against 
the tactics of the Zionist Revisionist workers in Palestine. Most of 
the meetings ended with severe fights between the Zionist 
Revisionists and the Left Zionists. Of a particularly violent nature 
were the occurrences at Dwinsk, where the Zionist Revisionists 
invaded a meeting of the Left Zionists. armed with knives, rubber 
cudgels and iron sticks. After a severe fight the Left Zionists, who 
outnumbered the Zionist Revis:onists, ejected the invaders from the 
hall. In the course of the fighting the windows were broken in the 
hall and several persons were injured. The matter, however, did 
notend there. On the following night unknown persons, broke into 
the Labour Zionist Club, and completely demolished its interior. 
All the documents were destroyed, the portrait of Dr. Herzl 
was torn up and the library books were cut to pieces. The flag of 
the Club was destroyed and many articles were demolished. In 
connection with those events the polico have instituted proceedings 
against twelve Zionist Revisionists. Arrests of Zionist Revisionists 
in the course of their attacks on Labour Zionist meetings have also 
been made in other places.

Williams’ Bill and tha’ introduecd by Lieut.-Colonel Moore, M.P., seem 
to be that while the litter Bill covers the whole of. the animal kingdom 
Mr. Williams’ Measure restricts its attentions to the ball family, which 
means any bull, cow, bullock, heifer, steer or ox. Both Bills provide for the 
protection of Shechita and for the constitution of a Rabbinical Commission 
on identical lines. The necessity for a measure such as that intro 
duced by Mr. Williams is not at first sight apparent, but judging from 
the tactics inspired mainly by the bacon industry last session, which 
prevented the progress of Licut.-Cel. Moore’s Bill, it would appear that 
those interested in the sheep industry are also hostile to Col. Moore's 
Measure. This would appear to foreshadow further delay through the 
conflicting aims of the two Bills. It is known that. in an informal 
way, the Government is fivourably disposed towards the Bill intro 
duced by Col. Moore, and although there is no intention of introducing 
this as a Government Measure, its passage through the House might have 
been faciitated in the absence of any serions opposition. In view of 
these circumstances, the prospects for the Second Reading of either of 
these Bills do not appear to be favourable unless a compromise is reached 
between their respective sponsors. I understand that Major Isidore 
Salmon, M P., and Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P.. are watching the situation 
very closely with a view to safeguarding the rights of Shechita in any 
Measure that might be procectled with. 

There is a pronounced feeling in the House that a solution of the 
Palestine Municipalities Ordinance qucstion will be a much more pro 
tracted affair than was anticipated by the High Commissioner when he 
alidressed the Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of 
Nations at Geneva recently. The civic heads of lealing towns of Palestine 
are resolutely opposed to the enactment of the Ordinance and this attitude 
will undoubtedly delay its adoption. Many members of the House are not 
unmindfal of the fact that the proposed Legislative Council bristles with 
dangers to the peaceful development of Palestine and they are of opinion 
that the period which will elapse before this body can be brought into 
existence will give the authorities a greater appreciation of the difficulties 
inherent in the establishment of the Council.

ALLOCATION OF GRANTS. 


Mr. M. Grossman presided at a meeting of the Grants Sub-Committee 
of the Federation. The-question of the allocation of the £2,350 voted by 
the Executive Council was considevei, and it was resolved that £1,700 be 
distributed among a number of congregations in Russia for the issue of 
food only to the most urgent cases, The balance of £650 was allotted to a 
number of Institutions and Yeshivot in Poland, among them the Con m ttee 
for the Care of Orphans, the Committee for the Feeding of School Chiidren, 
and the Trade Schools in Galicia. The Chairman stated that there were 
hundreds of applications still waiting to be considered as soon as sufficient 
funds had been received and he made a special appeal to all Congregation=

part in promoting the establishment of the Hospital and whose 
advocacy of its claim to communal support since it first opened as 
an out-Patient Dispensary in 1919 has enabled the Institution to 
achieve its present position as an up-to-date general hospital replete 
with all those special departments which modern science has found 
to be necessary for the successful treatment of sickness and disease. 

My own association with the Hospital began, if I may be forgiven the 
Irishism, as an avowed and persistent opponent of the proposal for the 
founding of a Jewish denominational hospital, and on many an occasion 
did I cross swords in the columns of your paper with ‘ and 
doughty champion, the late Isidore Berliner. 

In 1919 the Out-Patient Department was opened; I repented of my 
evil ways and became a convert to the cause and have endeavoured to 
promote its progress with all the enthusiasm characteristic of the convert. 
The association with the Hospital as members of its consulting staff of 
Lord Moynihan and Sir Humphry D. Rolleston, the heads of the medical 
profess.on of this country, tells all that can be said for its efficiency :

and 1 learn from Mr. Pitt, the Secretary of the Institution, that 
quite recently Sir Humphry went the round of the wards and its 
special departments and expressed the admiration that cannot but 


be felt by all who know the hospital either as patients or visitors. I 
am in the position to be able to commend its work and its efficient manage- 
ment both as a patientand a constant Visitor to its wards. In 1921, whep 
in-patients were first received, | readily accepted the invitation of the 
Council to become the Honorary Chaplain to the Hospital which I held till 
1927. In these hard times few are fortunate cnough to be in a position to 
make large cndowments, but it onght not to be beyond the power of 
the Metropolitan Community to which Lord Reading will be appealing 
on the 15th December to raise the sum of which the Hospital is now in 
need in order to enable it to wipe off its present crippling debt and 
to maintain its present standard of service without strain or difficulty.

“Goethe and the Jews.” 

A lecture on “ Goethe and the Jews” was delivered to the Union of 
Jewish Literary Societies on Sunday last at the Rose Hertz Hall, Jewish 
Communal Centre, by Dr. William Rose (Reader in German at King’s 
¢ollege, London). The Hon. President of the Union, Lord Rothschild, 
presided. 

Dr. Rose said that it was not always possible to take Goethe's writings 
about Jews at their face value. There had been written by an anti- 
Semite a work called “* Goethe und Jiden” which set out to prove from 
the works of Goethe that the pure stream of Nordic culture was being 
fouled by the Jews. There was also another book, which quoted precisely 
the same passages to prove the opposite, The early impressions which 
the great German poet received of Jews were swayed by the fact that, In 
Frankfort. the Jews were treated in much the same manner as they had 
been in the middle ages: but he saw them as living memories of Biblical 


times. He was deeply interested by Jewish literature, especially the 
Bible, and he learned Hebrew in order to understand the original text. 


The language and rhythms of the Bible exerted a considerable influence 
on his work. Goethe had a profound admiration for Spinoza, and always 
carried the philosopher's “ Ethics” about with him, There was not a 
single Jew of importance inthe whole of Goethe's writings—but he con- 
sidered that Meyerbeer, the Jewish composer, was the only contemporary 
composer worthy to write the music for his “ Faust.” His whole interest 
iu Jews Was an intellectual one, but in his works there were maby more 
nnfavourable comments than favourable ones upon Jews. 

Lord Rothschild said it was interesting to recall that Goethe was a 
forerunner of Darwin in the matter of the theory of evolution, Hemoved 
a vote of thanks to the speaker, which was carried,

Matton Chop Steamed with Rice. 


(ne mutton hop. Water or stock, gill, 
Rice, 1 teaspoonful, Celery. Salt. 


PREPARE the chop, trimming off nearly all the fat. Put itm a jar on 
basin ; sprinkle with salt. Add the well washed rice and pour over the 
«tock (or water). Take one or two sticks from the heart of a head of 
celery. Wash thoroughly and cut into fine shreds: add to the chop. 
Cover the basin with greased paper and steam slowly for one-and-a half 
hours. When cooked, dish the chop on to a hot plate and pour the rice 
around, 

For a ¢ hange, a couple of skinned tomatocs can be added. These 
would need only about half-an-hour s cooking, 


Stewed Sweetbread. 
One calf's sweetbread. Yolk of an egg

President of the Celebration Committee, after referriny 
to the objects of the function, said that it was due to Mr. L. Eisen, the 
President of the Talmud Torah, that the Institution had been able to keep 
its doors open Since if was established twenty-five years age. Mr. Lewis 
also paid tribute to the Headmaster. the Rev. J. kh. Goldbioom, and the 
Teaching Staff. and montioned the fact that atthe recent examination held 
under the auspices of the Talmud Torah Trust, many of the pupils 
attending the Bethnal Green Talmud Torah gained the highest awards. 
Speaking of the urgent need of financial aid. he said that the deficit with 
which the Institution was faced was approximately £600, and that the, 
actually needed at least £1,000 to enable them to carry on for a furthe:

The Cuter Rapsi (Dr. J. H. Hertz) said he envied those who, twenty. 
tive vears ago. devoted all their energies and enthusiasm to starting this 
vitally important work at the Talmud Torah. In this connection, hy 
mentioned the names of Mr. L. Eisen and the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom. who 
he said. had been connected with the Institution since its foundation and 
who ought to be congratulated upon the fact that after a quarter of a 
century. the work. whatever its financial aspect might be. had resulted in 
such a spiritual snecess. 

Major H. L. NATHAN, M.P., after expressing the gratification of al! 
present at the recovery ef the Chief Rabbi from his recent iliness, sai! 
that they were living in very difficult times. The harsh clash of circum 
stances was undermining in many directions the very foundations of faith, 
and the impact of uncontrollable events were having their effects upon 
their people who in the months before them would need all that they 
had of courage and cndurance. They cou'd not find that courage and 
endurance more surely than by. keeping firm to the solid rock of they 
ancient Faith. 

Mr. L. Etsen expressed his appreciation of the help which they had 
alwavs received from the Bethnal Green Svnagogue, and in this conne: 
tion he mentioned Mr. Simons. Mr. Etsen also thanked the Treasurer, 
Mr. Harry Jacobs. 

Dr. ASHER FELDMAN emphasised the fact that the spiritual vitality of 
such an Institution depended upon the children and the Teaching Staff, 
amd said that the main object of a Talmud Torah was to secure that the 
boys shonid be “ our boys.” He paid a tribute to the teachers in the Talmud 
Torahs, whom he described as carnest, zealous and devoted in the highres!

REPORT OF ORPHANS’ COMMITTEE ACCEPTED, 


From our Correspondent.| 


By a large majority, delegates to the Association of Jk Wish 
Friendly Societies, who met on Sunday last, at the Grand Order of 
Israel Institute, adopted a report from the Special Committee 
investigating the question of making separate provision for o) phans 
which had unanimously supported a scheme enabling the premises 
at the Birchington Convalescent Home to be adapted for this purpose. 
Under this plan the Jewish Friendly Societies would accept 


responsibility for the Cure and education of those orphans of 


members who, on investigation, require the help of an mstitution 
Sut the plan is hedged round with certain safeguards. 


Orders and Societies grouped in the Association will be invited by th 
\ssociation to recommend the provision ofa contribution of a shil ing a 
member per annum, and any Order or Society which is willing to enter th 
scheine must collect the contribution on a compulsory basis. Further, 
the scheme will not be embarked upon until a majority of members 
throngh their Orders and Societies signify their assent to the establish 
ment of the Orphans’ Fund. When there is evidence of this support, th 
(‘ommittee of the Convalescent Home will be invited to advance the 
necessary expenses for the first two years, charging the Fund with interest. 
Separate provision will not, therefore, be made for orphans until the 
customary procedure for winning consent and paining the backing of a 
large contributing membership Is omphed with. 

it was this condition which enabled the ad |: (‘fommittee to be in a 
position to present a UNANLTOUS report to the Conference. Although the 
last Annual Conference of the Association had accepts cl thee prine | le of 
scparate provision, it 18 no secret that the Committee which subse Th 
was set up had a hard road to travel, and that no propo iis which evaded 
proper financial responsibiiity and the necessity of creating a ludy of 
regularly paying contributors, were likely to be accepted. The Committe 
having at length wisely coupled the provision of a regularly instituted 
paying basis with a detailed plan for utilising the premises of the 
Birchington Hlome, considerably eased its task of vaining a victory at the 
(‘onference. 

The discussion which took place on Sunday was conducted in perfect 
good hiper and out-and-out opponents were an insignificant liinority, 
as far as delegates were concerned. Such criticisms as were voiced were 
not concerned with the principle of a separate Orphanage. There was a 
hint that the problem of what is known asthe“ duplicate member, i.e., the 
member who belongs to more than one Society and under the Convalescent 
Hlome scheme has to pay a contribution for every Society to which he 
belongs, will raise a real difficulty; and the report did not attempt to evolve 
a system for enabling the ** duplicates’’ to enter with enthusiasm. In 
midition, some of the delegates were not very ly upp) about the arrance 
ments for educating the children, who would have to attend a village 
school. The orphans would need a thoroughly Jowish atmosphere, 
and the prospect of placing Jewish youngsters under the care of the 
typical village schoolmistress who has only had non-Jewish children 
under her wing, did not commend itself to one or two spokesmen, A 
third criticism (which came from the delegate of the Achei Brith) was 
that however laudable the idea of a separate Orphanage appeared to be, it 
necessarily created divisions in Friendly Society ranks and some affiliated 
Orders or Societies will refuse to enter the scheme and collect the com 
pulsory contribution. It was, therefore, essential that an organisation like 
the Association which derived its strengh from the cs-operation of its 
constituents should avoid issues that create controversy. All these 
criticisms were vigorously rebutted by other delegates, and the consensus 
of opinion undoubtedly was that the scheme was worth the risk, that the 
ery of the orphan would be heard by the movement, and that members 
would gladly pay the levy and enable the Association to pursue this task 
on independent lines. 

Before this debate was entered upon, Colohel Waley Cohen, the Presi- 
dent, made a grave pronouncement on the unemployment problem, buat 
considered it a matter for gratitude that the Societies had managed to 
face the crisis without damage to their structure. He suggested that they 
had an opportunity to render valuable assistance to the authorities, as 
they possessed splendid buildings and efficient organisations, by under- 
taking schemes for the vocational training of the young unemployed, 
either directly or in co-operation with other agencies. Colonel Waley 
Cohen also indicated that the movement was entering a period vital to its 
future and was preparing for fundamental changes by undertaking 
important investigations. He rejoiced at the announcement of the 
amalgamation between the Grand Order of Israel and the Order Shield of 
David, and congratulated the Executive of the Association on its initiative 
in setting up a body to consider the whole position of the movement at the 
present time, with its bearing on the future poss'bility of ama'gamation of 
all the bodies under a single direction. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., whois a Vice-President, made an eloquent 
appeal in the cause of Palestine, and solicited help for the Menorah 
Club in Jerusalem for ex-Service Men. Mr. P. Horowitz attended 
the Conference on behalf of the Jewish National Fund to present a Golden 
Book Certificate which had been inscribed by the Association to the memory 
of the Earl of Balfour. 


Beauty Culturist on Jewish Girls.

‘‘F think Jewish girls are marvellous; but it is a great pity that they 
so often neglect their appearance, because there is such an exquisite 
Oriental beauty about them.’’ This statement (writes a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative) was made to me by a well-known beauty 
culture expert, Madame Yates, who is connected with the firm of of 
Gambles, and who recently d monstrated the * Boncilla’’ treatment at 
Messrs. Wickhams in Mile End Road. 

She attributed the reason for this neglect to the fact that Jewish girls 
developed their beauty so early in life that they took it as a matter of 
course. The Jewish married woman is also, in the opinion of Madame 
Yates, prone to neglect her personal appearance, Which she thinks ts due 
to the fact that her attention is focussed almost entirely upon her children 
to the exclusion of everything else. The opinion so often heard, that 
Jewish girls age very soon, that Jewish beauty does not last, was the 
result entirely of inattention. With the same care which non-Jewish 
women of beauty bestow upon exercise, diet and beauty culture in general, 
the youthful freshness of the Jewess will endure every bit as long as that 
of her non-Jewish sister.

On Sunday afternoon the “ Albert 1. Belisha” Hall at the Jewish 
Hospital was opened, and a seventieth birthday testimonial portrait 
of Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. (Chairman of the Hospital), by Mr. Spencer 
Watson, R.A., was unveiled by Sir Christopher Needham (in the 
absence through illness of Mr. Leslie Hore-Belisha. M.P.) The por- 
trait is to hang in the new hall, which is to be used as the Hospital 
Boardroom. Mrs. Dorothy Quas-Cohen presided, and among those 
present were Mr. and Mrs. Albert I. Belisha, Mr. and Mrs. Nathan 
Laski, Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., Miss Mabel Laski. Professor S. 
\lexander, O.M., General Sir John Shea. Mr. Spencer Watson, R.A,, 
the Rey. Harold F. Reinhart, Sir William Davy, Sir Mathewson 
Watson, Alderman G. Titt, Mr. and Mrs. Israel M. Sieff. Mr. T. 1D. 
Barlow (Chairman of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce). Mr. 
Barrow-Sicree (Treasurer) and representatives from sister hospitals 
in Manchester. A guard of honour was formed by the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade. The choir of the Park Place Svnagogue, under the direction 
of Mr. Blundell, sang psalms; and the Rey. H. F. Reinhart. assisted 
by the Rey. A. Pimontel, recited the Thanksgiving Pravers and 
Benediction. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI said that they were very proud of Mr. Leslie 
Hore-Belisha, who hailed from a Manchester Jewish family, both 
because he was a Jew and because as a fellow-citizen he had 
reached such high rank. He spoke of Mr. Albert Belisha’s birth and 
work in Manchester (although now residing in London), and said 
that he (Mr. Laski) had been encouraged in his efforts for the 
Jewish Hospital by both Mr. Barrow Belisha and Mr. Albert Belisha. 
The former had satd with great vision forty years ago that the 
hospital “ must go up as a tribute from the Jews of Manchester for 
the freedom that we enjoy as citizens,” while the latter was the 
‘guiding star” of the Hospital, which owed its greatness as an 
institution to his guidance and help. That was why they were 
proud to name the new Hall after him. 

Mr. ALBERT BELISHA, who opened the hall amid cheers, was 
presented by Mrs. Quas-Cohen with an illuminated album. Mr. 
Belisha spoke of the encouragement in good works he had received 
from his parents and family, and was glad to acknowlecge publicly 
the help he had always received from his wife. He also paid a 
tribute to Mr. Laski's work. Referring to the honour that had been 
viven to him, he said he would prefer that after that one day the 
“ Albert I. Belisha Hall” should be known as the “ Hall of Thank- 
fulness.” He then handed to the Treasurer a cheque for £2,500 for 
the Hospital from friends in London. 

Sir CHRISTOPHER NEEDHAM, in unveiling the portrait, congratu- 
lated both Mr. Laski and the artist. He referred to Mr. Laski's 
sterling work for the Community, which was not confined only to 
Jewish affairs, and said that his non-sectarian point of view in 
charity and in his public life, combined with his commercial probity 
and integrity, made him a citizen Manchester was proud to own. 
Two letters were read by Sir Christopher, from Mr. J. L. Paton, 
former High Master of the Manchester Grammar School, and from 
the Archbishop of York, associating themselves with the tributes to 
Mr. Laski. Sir Christopher also referred to the work of Mrs. Lask1, 
both in her own civic career and in the help she had given her 
husband, 

General Sir JOHN SHEA said he felt honoured to add his tribute 
to Mr. Laski, whom he had known for many years. In the course 
of his (the General's) work in India, he had had the administration 
of a hundred hospitals and he could appreciate the excellence of the 
Jewish Hospital. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, in responding, spoke of the help he had had 
from his children and his wife. “ There is no word that could be 
uttered” he said, “by anyone in this room or outside it that can 
tell you what a wonderful woman my wife is. She is a queen among 
women. I could never have done the work ! have done but for her.” 

Mr. BARROW-SICREE, Treasurer, thanked Mr. Belisha for the 
munificent gift of £2,500 he had brought, and also thanked all their 
distinguished guests for their support. 

Mr. NEVILLE LASKI, K.C., in responding for the guests, especially

From Dr. J. M. YOFFEY, M.D. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH. CHRONICLE. 
Dr, Sorsby’s letter_in your issue of November llth, affords an 
excelent example of that excess of sentiment against which I uttered a 
warning in my previous article. ! 

f need do no more in reply than analyse Dr, Sorsby’s own figures. 
Greater London, with 8,000,000 potential patients, had actually 762,892 
new out-patients in 1931, Palestine, in proportion, would have about 
100,000. As, however, the Jews in Palestine only form one-fifth of the 
population, this becomes reduced, as far as the Jewish hospitals are 
concerned, to twenty thousand new onut-patients per vear. It is very 
unlikely, for a long time to come, either that many Arabs will attend the 
Jewish hospitals, or many Jews the Government establishments. 

The actual figures correspond rather closely to the above estimate. 
In 1931 the total nuinber of Jewish out-patients in the Palestine voluntary 
hospitals was 21,379, divided among eleven hospitals scattered over the 
country ; 5,735 attended Government hospitals. (Report for Palestine and 
Transjordan, Colonial No. 75, 1931.) 

If Dr. Sorsby is of the opinion that this number of new out-patients 
per year constitutes “more than ample clinical material” for the estab- 
lishinent of a great teaching centre, sufficient to accommodate large 
“numbers of harassed students from Central and Eastern Europe,” I can 
only express the contrary opinion, and leave the figures to speak for 
themselves. 

Dr. Sorsby’s enthusiasm is certainly contagious. “ Boerhave. . «+ + 
with six beds was the tutor of all Europe.” Now when Dr. Sorsby describes 
my judgment as “naive,” he may be right. But it is not so naive as to 
base my opinion of future developments on the implied probability of our 
prodacing another Boerhave. As a Zionist, I should be as delighted a- 
Dr. Sorsby if we did so, But I think that the balance of probabilities i> 
against it.

TROUBADOURS (Arts Theatre Club). 

Basing thei atvle of entertainment on that which the wandering 
minstrels of old used to offer in return for a night's lodging, &@ meal and 
whatever largesse they could induce from their hosts, Joan and Betty 
Rayner have worked up a very attractive programme of some two 
dozen if ms, songs, poems, recitations and, best of all, ballads taken 
from old “ broadsides ” preserve’. in the British Museum. These two 
delightful troubadours have charming personalities, which they express 
with that easy grace and intelligence of movement and poise, the secret 
of which is taught in some of the best schools of rhythm. Theirs is quiet 
entertainment, fresh and innocent, gentle in humour and steeped in the 
peaceful culture one associates with the finest type of English homes. 
Such characterisation must be approached to be appreciated and can 
searcely bloom in the hurly-burly of West-End shows. It was a happy 
thought of the “Arts” to offer this little performance for the quicter 
pleasuring of their members and friends. 

A KISS IN SPRING (Alhambra). 

If only all the lovely dresses and pretty sets, the lavish and tastefal 
decor, the ingenuity of revolving scenes and changing pieces, fitting 
together like a beautiful jig-saw puzzle—if only it had all been 
devoted to a. story worth telling, about human beings, even theatre. 
convention musical-comedy beings worth talking about, what an enjoy. 
able show this would have been! The music is conscientiously inoffensive 
but never rises high enough to lay hold of one’s mind, seriously wearied 
by the emptiness of plot and the uninspired dialogue But there 
i< one feature of the show which must be placed most definitely on the 
credit side together with the beantifal scenery and costumes. In the third 
act. we are treated to a really lovely ballet, lead by Alicia Markova 
and Harold Turner. The corps de ballet show genuine artistic ability, 
move with a sense of poetic expression, ani group and arrange them 
selves with a sensitiveness that is a pure joy. Marxova’s dancing 
is as beantifal as ever. She was not helped very much by the music, 
and so her triumph was the more laudable. Of the actors and 
actresses in the show, one can only say they sang and acted 
in a manner deserving of better material. Derek Williams, who 
is one of a trio of Quartier Latin artists of th» eighteen twenties, 
sings very pleasingly: that admirable comedian, Kenneth Kove, had 
practically no opportunity to show his talents; Sylvia Welling made a 
most attractive artist's model who rises to fame as an actress; and Filecn 
Moody as Violette, the “little street singer of Montmartre,” sang- better 
than she spoke. 


FEAR (Stage Society). 
When Alexander Afinogenov, whom we are told is th» author of this 

play about Soviet Russia (presented by the Stage Society at the West 
minster Theatre) set to work on his drama, he scems to me to have had 
some daimon of duty perched on his back, driving him to preach when his 
hotter instincts were crving out to express. Hence, as soon as he finds a 
theme or a character taking the artistic bit between its teeth and coming 
to life, down comes the arch-god theory and kills it with a leaden club of 
‘diale tic ’’—the ‘* Mesopotamia’’ of the old ladies of the Communist 
party. We live in an age of science born of experiment, and experiments 
upon men and women being very crue! and therefore fortunately rare, the 
peculiar happenings in Russia afford all who are interested In-man and 
sociology a spectacle of intense interest. This explains why a play lik 
Fear,” badly constructed, with its characters ruthlessly chopped about for 
the sake of bringing out some criticism, comment or excellence connected 
with the Marxian Utopia, with its p.ot shifting as to centre of gravity 
until, from the dramatic point of view, one’s willing excitement does not 
know what thread to follow—why, despite all this, * Fear” is a play well 
worth seeing, well meriting the cost of a theatre seat and the discomfort 
of London travel on a coliautaomn night. It is always so interesting to 
see sincere work, written “from the inside” as this play appears to bé, 
When it deals with very real problems, however remote and primitive the 
society where those problems exist. Now here the author sets out to tell 
the Kussian people that the Bolshevik €xperiment is being wrecked by fear. 
Of course, fear is a comparative term: but in degree lies ali the difference. 
Thus, strange though it may seem, a Frenchman had less cause 

don't say reason—of fear from Napoleon's conscription than from Robes. 
pierre’s proscription. Hence, France was relatively happier under the 
former than the latter. jut man, unless controlled by some system that 
strikes fear into his personal soul, will inevitably follow the lawsof nature, 
try to improve his individual lot, become competitive, seek to satisfy his 
lust for power, for distinction, for grades, classes, and generally to destroy 
the Heath Robinson heaven, envisaged by Marx, blessed by Engels, born 
by Lenin and left by him an awkward, misbegotten orphan to be k pt alive 
somnehow by Stalin. The playwright could not show the inevitability of fear 
in the sacred “ system,” so he floundered away into tu quoqgues, smashed 
up his characters, making the pieces up into good little Communist pup, ets, 
and still failed to re-capture the hare he had started. I repeat, despite dis- 
ippointment, the play was interesting and exciting, with its naive expres- 
sion of treachery, cruelty, fanaticism, cowardice, greed, jealousy and any 
other qualities that go to make up malignant men and women, the morc 
dangerous for little sickly bits of sent:mentality, stray whiffs of virtue in 
among the general jungle stench. Alfred Wild acted with great distinction 
a3 Professor Ivan Borodin, and May Agate gave a clever portrayal of a 
cast-iron old revolutionary woman for whom Socialism has beeome a 
conventional habit of thought. Selma Vaz Dias gave another clever 
picture of an over-reaching enthusiast, living in a mist of emotion ax! 
theory, and missing the real values in life. Charles Lefeaux was d ily 
satirical in his version of the jumped-up Communist Director of a scientific 
institute, the born “ wangler,” and Gibson-Cowan gave a realistic per- 
formance as the half-crazy Mongol fanatic. The difficult production was 
ably handled by Claud Gurney. 


GETTING MARRIED (Little). 


What splendid intelligent stimulating fan Mr. G. B. Shaw provides 
in this play! And the sack-fulls of common sense spiced with that hall- 
mark of intelligence, a vivid sense of humour, are as valuable almost 
to-day as when this criticism of British marriage law wa; 
written, getting on for thirty years ago. The People’s National 
Theatre, who are presenting the “ disquisitory play” as its author 
describes it in terms of false alarm, have chosen a most appropriate 
time when there is waiting for Parliamentary approval a Bill to carry 
marriage law a few steps further away from the barbarous imbecility of 
its form when Shaw wrote “ Getting Married.” A further aptness, for us 
Jews, is afforded by the stir which some words of Dr. Landau of Johan 
nesburg on the question of Jodaism and marriage have aroused. 
Time and discussion merely serve to bear out the vast preponderance of 
truth in Shaw's analysis of marriage and divorce. Shaw, as is well 
known, is a stalwart protagonist of marriage and in this play he contents

himself with throwing a brilliant and searching light on the problems. 
In its glare the absurd quality of some of the views held both by 
the conventional and the unconventional wither beneath his corrosive 
ridicule. The cast is exceptionally strong, a gathering of first-rate 
artists excellently selected for their parts, just picture Milton Rosmer 
as the Bishop, Aubrey Mather as Collins, the greengrocer Mayor, 
George Hayes as the brilliant St. John Hotchkiss, Miriam Lewes 
asi Mrs. George, Edith Sharpe, looking tremendously attractive as 
Lesbia Grantham, Gabrielle Casartelli as the odious Leo, Robert 
Speaight as Cecil Sykes and H. R. Hignett as Father Soames 

and you have some idea what a fine job they make of it. 
Wisely, the play has been broken by two intervals. It does not in any 
way detract from the “ Greek Unity ” which Shaw adopted when he wrot: 
it unbroken from beginning to end. The Greeks went to plays © 
holidays, in the mornings and afternoons, not after scurrying about fv. 
their bread and butter all day —and that makes all the difference. 


G.d, 
MUSIC. 
Tone Colour. 

The Royal Philharmonic Society's fourth concert at the Queen's Ha! 
consisted of three studies in tone colour, with Boecherini’s third symphony 
thrown in to show what a world of difference there is between the 
ancients and the moderns. Its naive twists and twirls mildly amused 
the sophisticated members of the audience. Strauss’s “. acbeth,” 
on the other hand, amused by its ornate passions, and was of interest 
historically, as the composer's first essay in somphonic poems. Delius’ 
“ Paris " surprises one at first by its lack of characteristic Delius tonal! 
peculiarities, but after a while it begins to do even more than amuse 
because of its vivid impressionism. It goes on too long; there is 
too much resort to the “ effects” department, such as shimmering tam- 
bourines and rattling castanets, and it is a very individual impression of 
Paris. But it is worth not only reviving, but repeating. Strav nsky’s 
** Petroushka "’ is or is not a great work according to your own view. But 
it is not “‘ wholly unintelligible unless you have seen the ballet,’’ as some 
would assure us; nor is it even “strange ’’ once its basic principle of 
representing in sound the tragedy of the puppet come to life and feeling, 
is understood. With the bare outline of the story provided in the pro- 
gramme teven one which was unhistorical enough to lay the scene in 
Petrograd) there was one member of the audience who found it not only 
understandable but highly enjoyable without having seen the ballet. 
Stravinsky lays the colours on thickly, but they glow as freshly as ever. 
As usual, Sir Thomas Beecham did well by the orchestra, 

Bernard van Dieren. 

Bernard van Dieren’s work as a composer is too sligh’ and thin in 
texture to provide a satisfactory hour's music, and the B.B.C. hardly did 
well by their new series of contemporary music concerts by beginning 
with him. His“ Variations for Pianoforte ” have been played before by 
Vera Kindler, but his settings of two poems for recitation with string 
quartet accompaniment, and also his Motet were new to me. I don't 
think recitations with accompaniment can be successful more than once 
in © lifetime, and in this case the method of using the accompaniment not 
strictly speaking as an. accompanimcn’ at all, but almost entirely a: a 
prologue and epilogue, failed to solve the problem. The Motet was much 
more interesting, but, as Motets will tend to do, went on too long. Van 
Dieren is better at song-writing, although “ Balow my Babe,” was not a 
good start. The International String Quartet also played his fifth quartet. 


Fiman and Rackhaus. 


Mischa Elman and Wilhelm Backhaus made a felicitous combination 
so far as the exposition of Sonata construction and development is con 
cerned. But Elman, although he displayed all the beauty of phrasing and 
tone which is at his command, failed to make Franck’s Sonata live and 
glow as it should do. Queen's Hall is not the best of places for Sonata 
recitals, but it cannot be blamed for the coo!, contemplative quality of 
Elman’s playing. There was the same application of keen but detached 
intelligence at work in the performance of Brahms’ 108th Sonata. It is 
the first time [ have heard Elman play either of these Sonatas, and one 
has to come to the conclusion that he is not in deep sy mpathy with either. 
That is not to say the recital was lacking in interest - but the interest was 
in the playing rather than in the works played. 


The Mind of Brahms. 


Lamond has inscribed “no compromise” on his banner these many 
years past, and it was not to be expected that he would depart Seon it for 
a Brahms recital. Consequently it was a rugged, austere Brahms that we 
heard at Wigmore Hall, and even the “ Scherzo and “ Capriccio” were 
moulded to this form. Necessarily, of the items I heard, the Variation 
works on themes of Handel and Paganini, were the best, just because 
they best fitted in with Lamond’s playing. But in the lighter variations 
even. a these there was a certain heavy-handedness apparent. That 
criticism made, one has to pay wholehearted tribute to Lamond for his 
performance, as near tothe mind of Brahms as apy we have heard. 

H.C.S8. 
The London Symphony Orchestra. 

The charming Polonaise, Arietta and Passacaglia by Handel. with 
which the London Symphony Orchestra opened their programme at fhe 
(Jueen’s Hall on Monday, were in danger of being lost on account of their 
context, and we are grateful to Sir Hamilton Harty for rescuing them and 
giving them a new suit. The string tone of the orchestra however was 
harsh, and even if only in this respect the L.S8.0. are at present running 
third. for in res tea sia which is not to say that they will finish 

‘d, for In responsiveness to their conductor, they compare well with 
their rivals. Prokovieff's extraordinary Symphonie Classique followed 
an sth century work written in Moscow in 1917—of all places and all 
years. - Regard it as a joke, an exercise, a psychological necessity or what 
you will, itcertainly “comes off,” and the last movement (const rncted almost 
entirely on the common chord) burbled as it came. It wes 
Brahms’ Double Concerto, which—(pace H.C.8.) is one of the loveliest 
things ever written—and one of the hardest to play. This kivaain 36 eran 
well played, for the soloists were Jelly d’Aranyi and Beatrice Harrison 
Though Miss Harrison's tone was “ tight” and there were occasions when 
one wished for a different attack, there was the essential understanding 
between the two soloists. Miss d’Aranyi played with grace, passion 
Strength, dignity, spirituality—all that was required. She is one of the 
few violinists who can make double stopping really beautiful and not 
merely effective. After the interval, she played the part of the helpmate 
in Strauss’s “Ein Heldenleben” and played with the first violins every 
now and then by way of a ’busman’s holiday. Would that we had more. 
artists who so thorotghly enjoy music! “Ein Heldenleben” becomes 
more obviously uneven every time one hears it, and on Monday I 


conceived the unholy wish that Sir Hamilton would 
rummage among it 
as he did in the Handel, and produce a nice little suite, FG.

kh. WINSTON CHURCHILL, who has 

M been giving the world some reflec- 
tions on his extraordinarily varied 

career. has commented on the 

number of trivial incidents that have had a 
notable effect in shaping the course of his 


life. I think, if we were to examine our own 
lives, we should find that the experience of the 


politician is one that is really very common, | 


and that there are few lives that are not bent 
and diverted and twisted out of their apparent 
course by events that at the time seemed of 
no moment but whieh, in their effects, prove 
to have been of tremendous import. 

Bra ENGINES AND SMALL SCREWS. 

lt is as if the working of some mighty 
engine were affected by some tiny screw 
working loose which gradwally alters the beat 
of the huge machine, or perhaps slows it down 
until its ceases to move altogether. Now the 
point I wish to make is this—that the Power 
which governs our lives does not always 
choose the big and obvious means of effecting 
its mighty purposes. Very often, perhaps most 
frequently, It selects unseen and insignificant 
things to work the ends that are to shape our 
destiny. It seems to me that the more trivial 
these things are,the more unexpected they are, 
the greater is the evidence of the providential 
control of our lives. Think over this paradox. 

THE UNEXPECTED. 

If something big occurs that has an effect 
on our lives, then we might, perhaps, with the 
chart of cause and effect lying open before us, 
say that it is “ fate,” or the working of natural 
law, or say any of the obvious things that are 
usually trotted out by those clever people 
who seek to deny a Divine instrumentality in 
the shaping of human destinies. But when 
it is not, say, the crankshaft that breaks 
through imperfect steel, but a tiny bolt work- 
ing loose that stops the ship, then we may 
begin to ask whether there is not something 
behind the unexpected, something that just 
worked that belt loose. Perhaps thereby the 
ship was delayed and saved from wreck. 

“ Now our fatesfrom unmomentous things 
May rise like rivers out of little springs.”’ 
oF LITTLE SPRINGS, 

History is full of mighty rivers of events 
rising out of httle springs. A writer has well 
said that “Nature forces on our hearts a 
Creator; history, a Providence.” And he put 
the same idea in another way when he said 
that “ He who finds a God in the physical 
world will also find one in the moral, which 
is history.” By scanning the annals of the 
human race we are able to see the directing 
force that may have been totally obscure to 
those who figured in the successive stages of 
the events as they unrolled themselves: 

“ All Nature is but art, unknown to thee: 

All chance, direction which thou canst not 

see ; 

All discord, harmony not understood; 

All partial evil, universal good.”
